History  Of  The

(Continued  from  last  month.) 

Due  to  the  great  religious  importance  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  a 
great  number  of  medals  have  been  struck,  if  not  in  1530,  then  in  1630  and 
1730,  particularly  in  the  latter  year.  163  0 was  not  a happy  year  for  the 
Protestants,  as  we  will  see  further  below,  and  consequently  in  this  year  the 
number  of  medals  struck  was  comparatively  small.  The  jubilee  of  1730, 
on  the  contrary,  was  extremely  rich  in  medals. 

The  recess  of  the  Diet  of  Augsburg  threatened  the  Protestants  seriously. 
They  consequently  drew  together  immediately  after  the  Diet  of  Augsburg, 
and  in  1531  formed  a league  known  as  the  League  of  Schmalkalden.  This 
league  obliged  its  members  not  only  to  stand  together  if  one  of  them  was 
attacked  legally  before  the  Reichskammergericht,  which  was  to  be  expected 
according  to  the  Augsburg  recess,  but  also  to  defend  anyone  who  was  at- 
tacked by  force  of  arms,  even  if  the  aggressor  should  be  the  Emperor. 

For  the  moment,  however,  matters  did  not  come  to  the  extreme,  because 
an  attack  of  the  Turks  brought  about  imperial  concessions,  which  finally 
gave  the  Protestants  a legal  status  “until  a general  concilium  had  decided 
the  differences  in  the  church.  This  was  done  at  a Diet  at  Nuremberg  in 
1532.  Strangely  enough,  there  is  no  medal  on  this  Diet.  But  the  eventual 
decision  by  arms  was  only  postponed. 

The  City  of  Nuremberg,  although  friendly  disposed  towards  the  Protestant 
cause,  remained  outside  the  military  obligations  of  the  League  of  Schmalkal- 
den, and,  as  it  turned  out,  this  was  lucky,  because  when  the  war  finally 
broke  out  in  15  4 6 the  league  did  not  stand  together  as  it  should.  Besides, 
jealousy  between  the  most  important  Protestant  estates,  the  Elector  Palatine, 
the  Elector  of  Brandenburg  and  the  Elector  of  Saxony,  which  was  partly 
political  and  partly  religious,  brought  it  about  that  these  did  not  support 
the  league  at  all.  Even  Elector  John  Frederick’s  own  cousin,  the  Duke 
Maurice  of  Saxony-Dresden  allied  himself  with  the  Emperor. 

The  war  was  quickly  decided.  The  Emperor  won  the  battle  of  Muehl- 
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berg  (15  47)  and  captured  the  Elector  of  Saxony,  and  soon  thereafter  the 
Landgrave  of  Hesse  was  taken  into  custody  by  a ruse  of  the  lowest  kind, 
perpetrated  by  the  Duke  of  Alba.  Every  one  else  had  already  submitted, 
except  certain  outlying  districts  as  e.  g.  the  Duchy  of  Prussia. 

The  result  of  the  decisive  defeat  of  the  League  of  Schmalkalden  was, 
however,  not  as  disastrous  for  the  Protestants  as  might  have  been  expected. 
The  Emperor  decreed  a theological  instrument,  known  as  the  Augsburg 
Interim,  which  really  was  a compromise  between  the  old  and  the  new  faith 
and  ordered  a measure  of  counter-reformation,  but  did  not  intend  to  entirely 
destroy  the  Protestant  form  of  worship.  The  Augsburg  Interim  dates  of 
154  8 and  was  generally  accepted  by  the  estates.  It  produced  a number  of 
most  curious  medals,  but  none  of  Nuremberg. 

It  did,  however,  not  last  long  because  the  new  Elector  of  Saxony,  Moritz 
of  Saxony-Dresden,  to  whom  the  Emperor  had  transferred  the  electoral 
dignity  previously  possessed  by  John  Frederick  of  Saxony-Weimar,  resented 
the  fact  that  his  son-in-law,  the  Landgrave  Philip  of  Hesse  was  kept  in  cap- 
tivity and  finally,  when  his  intervention  with  the  Emperor  was  of  no  avail, 
he  recommenced  the  war  in  155  2,  and  this  time  the  Emperor  was  the  one 
who  lost. 

The  victory  was  not  a tremendous  one,  but  it  was  sufficient  to  bring 
about  a general  pacification  known  as  the  Treaty  of  Passau  (1552)  which 
was,  however,  only  a provisional  measure,  and  after  some  further  negotia- 
tions resulted  in  the  Religious  Peace  of  Augsburg.  This  religious  peace 
was  embodied  in  the  recess  of  the  Diet  of  Augsburg  (1555)  annulling  the 
Interim  and  its  effects  and  legalizing  all  acquisitions  made  by  the  Protestants 
so  far  and  giving  every  secular  estate  of  the  Empire  the  right  to  reform  or 
counter-reform  its  territory  and  subjects  in  the  future. 

The  religious  peace  of  Augsburg  was  the  most  important  event  in  the 
history  of  the  Reformation  aira  medals  on  that  occasion  exist.  As  said 
above,  there  are  no  contemporary  ones  of  Nuremberg,  and  100  years  later, 
in  1655,  it  was  overshadowed  so  completely  by  the  then  seven-year-old 
Treaty  of  Westphalia  that  no  medal  was  struck  then,  either.  But  there  were 
two  medals  struck  in  175  5 on  its  200th  anniversary. 

(2)  Unfortunately  the  Peace  of  Augsburg  contained  a clause  on  which 
from  the  start  the  parties  conld  not  agree.  This  was  the  so-called  Reser- 
vatum  Ecclesiasticum,  or  the  right  reserved  to  the  church,  that  no  more 
territory  owned  by  spiritual  lords  might  be  reformed,  but  that  if  any  spirit- 
ual lord  himself  wished  to  change  his  faith,  he  might  do  so,  but  would 
thereby  forfeit  his  territory. 

The  Protestants  never  accepted  this  part  of  the  recess  and  it  carried  in 
itself  the  seeds  of  future  political  strife.  Meanwhile,  however,  the  years 
following  the  Augsburg  Peace  were  outwardly  calm,  although  the  Catholic 
counter-reformation  became  more  and  more  evident.  The  Council  of  Trent 
had  brought  about  some  quite  necessary  reforms  in  the  Catholic  Church 
and  had  given  back  to  that  body  the  spirit  of  religious  fervor  which  it  had 
lacked  under  such  Popes  as  Alexander  VI,  Leo  X and  even  Clement  VII. 

Small  events,  such  as  the  sequestration  of  the  Protestant  city  of  Donau- 
woerth  by  the  Duke  of  Bavaria  on  account  of  alleged  interference  with  a 
Catholic  procession,  showed  the  tendency  which  now  prevailed. 

Charles  V had  abdicated  immediately  after  the  Augsburg  Peace.  His 
brother  and  successor,  Ferdinand  I,  was  mild  and  Ferdinand’s  son,  Maxi- 
milian II,  definitely  leaned  towards  Protestantism.  They  were  followed 
by  the  weak  emperors,  Rudolf  II  and  Matthias,  but  in  the  background  there 
lurked  the  succession  of  Ferdinand  of  Styria,  the  later  Ferdinand  II,  who 
was  known  to  be  a fanatic  Catholic. 

In  1617  the  Protestant  estates  celebrated  the  first  century  of  the  Re- 
formation with  great  pomp  and  the  City  of  Nuremberg  struck  many  coins 
and  medals.  A year  later  the  Thirty  Years’  War  broke  out.  First  it  only 
seemed  to  involve  the  Elector  Palatine  Frederick  V,  the  luckless  son-in-law 
of  James  I of  England,  and  “Winterking”  of  Bohemia,  together  with  a few 
small  Protestant  estates,  which  together  with  him  formed  a league  called 
the  “Union.”  But  after  his  speedy  defeat  the  religious  character  of  the 
war  soon  appeared.  The  Protestant  cause  had  then  been  taken  up  by  the 
King  of  Denmark  as  Colonel  of  the  Lower  Saxon  Circle.  But  he,  together 
with  a number  of  estates  of  that  circle,  all  of  them  Lutherans,  was  defeated 
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by  Tilly,  the  General  of  the  Duke  of  Bavaria,  the  Emperor’s  most  important 
ally,  just  as  quickly  and  just  as  decisively  as  the  Elector  Palatine  had  been 
defeated.  And  Catholic  armies  roved  over  the  length  and  breadth  of  Ger- 
many, paying  scant  attention  to  such  “neutrals”  as  the  Electors  of  Branden- 
burg and  Saxony.  And  promptly  the  Catholic  reaction  appeared  with  all 
its  rigours. 

The  result  of  all  this  was  the  Edict  of  Restitution  of  1629,  which,  if  car- 
ried out,  would  have  practically  annihilated  Protestantism  in  Germany.  It 
provided  for  the  return  of  all  mediate  ecclesiastical  property — that  is,  from 
simple  convents  up — that  were  in  Catholic  hands  in  1552,  i.  e.,  immediately 
before  the  Peace  of  Passau,  when  the  reaction  of  the  Interim  had  reached 
its  high-water  mark  and  before  these  properties  had  reverted  to  Protestant 
tenure  as  they  had  been  before  the  War  of  Schmalkalden.  Besides,  it  out- 
lawed all  forms  of  Protestantism  except  the  unchanged  Augsburg  Con- 
fession, while  among  many  others  no  less  a prince  than  the  Elector  of 
Brandenburg  was  a Calvinist. 

Of  course,  there  is  no  medal  of  the  City  of  Nuremberg  on  the  Edict  of 
Restitution.  The  city  could  not  afford  to  antagonize  the  Emperor,  but, 
strangely  enough,  in  1628  the  series  of  thalers  with  chronogrammatic  in- 
scriptions begins,  and  while  the  one  of  1628  contains  a mere  prayer  for 
peace,  those  of  16  29  and  the  following  years  refer  to  the  “sad  times”  and 
call  for  the  help  of  Christ  to  save  the  city.  The  Edict  might  have  easily 
been  the  cause  for  these  inscriptions. 

(3)  The  triumphant  Catholics  immediately  began  to  execute  the  Edict 
of  Restitution  with  the  utmost  rigour.  But  although  for  the  time  being 
their  gains  were  vast,  this,  fortunately  for  the  Protestants,  was  not  to  re- 
main so  forever.  For  in  1630  Gustavus  Adolphus  of  Sweden  landed  in 
Pomerania — the  Restitutor  Germaniae,  as  his  Chancellor  Oxenstjerna  called 
him. 

In  1631  he  defeated  the  Imperialist  forces  near  Breitenfeld  in  the  vicinity 
of  Leipzig,  and  from  then  on  he  started  his  victorious  march  through  the 
German  Empire,  taking  one  after  another  of  the  capitals  of  the  principal 
Catholic  princes,  first  Wuerzburg,  then  Mainz,  and  finally  Munich.  On  his 
march  he  also  came  to  Nuremberg,  and  the  city,  which  so  far  had  succeeded 
in  staying  out  of  the  war,  was  finally  obliged  to  take  sides.  Gustavus  was 
triumphantly  received  amidst  the  rejoicings  of  the  population.  Whether 
the  Council  in  its  diplomatic  mind  was  as  happy  as  the  populace  may  be 
doubted.  At  any  rate,  strangely  enough,  no  coin  or  medal  was  struck  on 
the  visit  of  Gustavus  Adolphus.  The  only  numismatic  items  that  exist  are 
some  Swedish  coins  struck  in  Nuremberg  on  the  occasion  of  Gustavus  Adol- 
phus’ presence.  They  were  the  private  work  of  the  mintmaster,  who  even 
had  some  trouble  to  explain  them  to  the  Council. 

The  future  course  of  the  Thirty  Years’  War  is  well  known.  Gustavus 
Adolphus  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Luetzen.  Soon  after  his  death  the 
Swedish  Army  was  defeated  at  Noerdlingen  in  163  4,  which  brought  about 
the  entry  of  France  into  the  war  on  the  side  of  Sweden. 

The  war  thereby  ceased  to  be  a religious  one,  although  its  effect  was 
that  the  forces  of  Catholic  France  under  Cardinal  Richelieu  actually  saved 
the  Protestants  in  Germany,  just  as  the  Medicean  Popes,  by  their  constant 
intrigues  with  France  against  Charles  V,  had  made  it  impossible  and  often 
undesirable  for  that  Emperor  to  suppress  Protestantism,  when  he  might 
still  have  done  so  relatively  easily. 

The  war  finally  ended  in  the  year  164  8 when  the  Treaties  of  Muenster 
and  Osnabrueck,  conjointly  known  as  the  Westphalian  Peace,  were  conclud- 
ed, and  this  Westphalian  Peace,  although  otherwise  very  detrimental  to  the 
interests  of  the  empire,  at  least  finally  settled  the  religious  disputes.  The 
most  impoi’tant  provisions  in  that  direction  were  the  following: 

The  Treaty  of  Passau  and  the  Religious  Peace  of  Augsl)urg  were  acknowl- 
edged as  fundamental  laws  of  the  Empire  and  expi-essly  declared  to  include 
those  of  the  Reformed  (Calvinist)  faith.  The  state  of  territorial  posses- 
sions of  January  1,  1624  was  to  be  restricted,  which  means  that  the  effects 
of  the  Edict  of  Restitution  were  eradicated  and  many  of  those  changes  that 
were  an  effect  of  the  earlier  defeats  of  Protestants  in  the  beginning  of  the 
war. 

In  the  future  every  secular  prince  could  change  his  faith  and  do  in  his 
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territory  as  he  pleased.  But  ecclesiastical  estates — whether  reformed  or 
not — must  stay  as  they  were  on  January  1,  16  24,  and  any  occupant  who 
changed  his  religiou  either  way  thereby  ipso  facto  lost  his  occupancy.  If 
Chapters  were  mixed  on  January  1,  1624,  they  must  stay  so  in  the  same 
proportion.  And — strangest  provision  of  all — the  Bishop  of  Osnabrueck  was 
to  be  alternately  Lutheran  and  Catholic,  which  explains  what  must  have 
puzzled  some  collectors  of  English  coins  who  found  the  father  of  King  George 
I described  on  his  coins  as  E.  O.,  i.  e.,  Episopus  Osnabrugensis,  Bishop  of 
Osnabrueck. 

Finally — and  that  was  most  important — the  majority  rule  was  abolished 
in  all  religious  questions  that  should  come  before  future  diets. 

The  coins  and  medals  of  Nuremberg  on  the  occasion  of  the  Westphalian 
Treaty  are  extremely  numerous  and  date  from  164  8,  when  the  peace  treaty 
was  signed,  from  1649  when  it  still  was  being  celebrated,  and  from  1650 
when  it  was  ratified  in  Nuremberg  itself.  The  date  of  the  ratification  was 
July  16.  There  are  also  three  medals  of  1748  commemorating  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  Treaty.

The  Coinage  Of 
Christian  IV 
Of  Denmark

The  coinage  of  Christian  IV  of  Denmark  contains  some  unusual  denomina- 
tions of  money:  Rosenobel;  Portugaloser ; Solidi;  klippe  coins  in  gold,  named 
Daler,  Dukat,  Gylden,  Sosling,  Hvid,  Mark,  Skilling,  Krone,  Speciedaler, 
Daenning  and  Penning.  All  these  units  were  divided  into  smaller  parts,  or 
increased  in  amount  also. 

Money  was  struck  at  the  following  cities:  Haderslev  (Schleswig);  Kopen- 
hagen,  Helsingor,  and  Frederiksborg  (Zealand):  Gluckstadt  (Holstein):  and 
Christiana  (Norway).  Christian  IV,  also,  struck  coins  for  Lubeck  which  were 
twice  the  value  of  the  Danish  money. 

His  coins  were  numerous,  possibly  because  of  his  long  reign,  but  probably, 
too,  because  of  his  love  of  design.  The  coins  of  Christian  IV’s  reign  show 
more  variety  than  those  of  any  other  Danish  king,  and  no  other  king  had 
so  many  coins  struck. 

Holberg  mentions  other  odd  units  not  listed  in  Schou.  He  refers  to 
Ddtkins,  Daenninger,  and  Skue-Penge,  and  tells  quaint  stories  about  all  three 
pieces.  Ddtkins  was  the  name  given  to  a new  monetary  unit  of  twenty-eight 
skillings  which  was  struck  in  memory  of  the  Swedish  defeat  of  16  43-44. 
This,  apparently,  refers  to  the  celebrated  battle  of  Holding  Heath.  The 
Ddtkins  is  identical,  but  for  the  unit,  with  several  other  pieces  struck  at  that 
time,  commemorating  the  Swedish  defeat.  A new  monetary  unit,  the  two- 
mark  piece,  was  also  struck  with  the  same  design.  A sixteen  skilling,  or 
one-mark  piece  of  the  Ddtkins  design  is  shown.  (No.  1.)  The  obverse  shows 
the  crowned  C4  in  the  field  with  the  year,  1644,  the  amount  and  “Dansk” 
surrounding  it.  The  reverse  has  the  motto  “Justice,  Jehovah  (or  God),  Law” 
in  Hebrew,  on  it.  The  mint-mark,  the  clover  leaf,  is  that  of  Peder  Griiner, 
and  was,  I believe,  struck  in  Christiana,  since  Peder  Griiner  was  mint-master 
there  in  1 644,  and  he  used  the  cloverleaf  mint-mark  which  he  had  previously 
used  in  Kopenhagen.  Frey  refers  to  these  pieces  as  “Ebraer,”  or  Hebraer. 
A peculiar  point  of  interest  is  that  the  Hel)rew  is  written  differently  on  the 
various  coins.  There  are  two  styles,  the  third  and  sixth  letters  being  differ- 
ent. It  is  also  interesting  that  Hel)rew  should  be  used  on  Danish  coins.  I 
have  been  told  many  countries  used  Hebrew  in  those  days. 
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Skue-Penge,  “Show  Money,’’  was  a rare  piece  struck,  just  to  look  at  and 
not  for  use,  in  1626  to  commemorate  the  return  of  land  which  Denmark  had 
regained  in  the  war  with  Germany  during  one  of  the  battles  of  the  Thirty 
Years  War.  It  appears  that  in  that  war  the  Count  of  Lynborg  deserted 
Denmark  for  the  side  of  Germany,  and  his  coat-of-arms  was  a horse.  Den- 
mark’s is,  of  course,  a different  animal,  a lion.  When  Denmark  regained 
the  duke’s  lands,  (according  to  Holberg)  this  piece  was  struck  which  had  on 
one  side  a horse  with  a lion  trying  to  overcome  it.  and  on  the  other  side  a 
verse  commemorating  the  Danish  victory  over  the  Count  of  Lynborg.  Perhaps 
this  was  a medal;  Schou  does  not  list  it.

An  interesting  point  in  the  coinage  of  Christian  IV  was  the  fact  that  it 
was  during  his  reign  that  a gold  mine  was  discovered  in  Norway,  in  1647. 
Some  gold  pieces  were  struck  and  put  in  a museum  in  Copenhagen.  The 
people,  however,  refused  to  believe  the  gold  came  from  Norway  because  they 
said  there  was  no  gold  there.  ThereupoiT,  Christian  IV  showed  both  his 
irritation  and  his  sense  of  humor  by  having  other  gold  coins  struck  of  Nor- 
wegian gold.  These  coins,  called  Brille-Ducat,  have  spectacles  on  the  reverse, 
as  if  to  say:  “Those  who  won’t  see  need  glasses!’’  The  reverse  has,  also,  a 
motto,  “Vide  Mira  Domi,’’  “Behold  the  wonders  (miracles)  of  the  Lord!” 
The  obverse  has  the  crowned  C4.  A limited  amount  of  ducats,  half  ducats 
and  quarter  ducats  were  struck  as  commemorative  coins  for  museum  purposes 
only.  They  had  no  money  value  on  them  and  were  not  used  as  regular  money. 


The  silver  coin  snown  (No.  2)  was  struck  for  Norway  at  Christiana  in  1631 
out  of  silver  from  the  mine  found  at  Kongsl)erg  during  the  reign  of  Christian 
IV.  This  was  an  important  discovery,  as  most  Moiwegion  money  has  since 
been  struck  from  the  silver  fi-om  the  Kongsi)erg  mines.  This  coin  is  the 
second  design  Christian  IV  had  struck  from  that  mine’s  silver.  It  is  a double 
Speciedaler.  The  obverse  bears  the  bust  of  Christian  IV  with  “Regna  Firmat 
Pietas,”  “Piety  strengthens  the  ruler,”  around  the  head.  The  words  “Chris- 
tianus  IIII  D.  G.  Dani  Nor  Rex”  encircle  the  design.  The  reverse  shows  the 
Norwegian  lion  with  the  date,  1631,  encircled  by  the  words  “Benedictio 
Domini  Divites  Facit,”  “The  Blessing  of  the  Lord  Makes  Riches.”  The  mint- 
mark  is  that  of  the  mint-master  of  Christiana,  Anders  Pedersen,  who  was 
mintmaster  from  1 628  to  1 643.  Apparently  in  the  time  of  Christian  IV  the 
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mints  did  not  have  their  marks,  but  the  mint-masters  did  and  used  them  to 
designate  where  the  coins  had  been  minted. 

Another  interesting  story  concerning  a coin  struck  during  the  reign  of 
Christian  IV  is  that  on  the  obverse  of  which  the  King  is  seated  on  a horse, 
holding  a spear  in  his  hand,  with  the  monetary  unit  underneath  the  figure’. 
On  the  reverse  is  an  inscription  saying  Christian  IV  D.  G.  King  of  Denmark, 
etc.,  as  one  usually  finds  on  his  coinage.  These  coins  were  struck  for  Norway 
and  circulated  largely  in  the  northern  part  of  Norway,  in  Lapland.  The 
Laplanders  used  them  in  trading  with  the  Russians,  so  that  the  coins  became 
legal  tender  in  Russia  as  well  as  in  Norway.  In  Moscow  these  coins  were 
called  “kopec”  because  kopec  means  “one  who  carries  a spear,”  and  the  name, 
of  course,  referred  to  the  device  on  these  coins.  In  Denmark  they  were  called 
kopec  by  some.  Holberg  says  one  was  worth  1/48  of  a Rigsdaler,  but  Schou 
lists  various  denominations:  Four  skilling  Lubeck,  two  skilling  Lubeck  and 
Daenning.  In  1619  the  kopeck  was  given  the  value  of  ten  skilling.  This 
doubtless  means  Danish  skillings:  the  two  and  four  skilling  values  (see 
above)  are  “lybsk”  or  Lubeck  values  and  worth  twice  as  much  as  the  Danish 
equivalent.  Holberg  says  it  was  the  best  small  money  on  the  market.  (It  was 
still  being  used  in  his  time!  1684-1754).  Frey  says  the  name  “kopec”  is 
derived  from  “Kopiejka,”  a spear  or  lance,  referring  to  the  armed  horseman 
carrying  that  weapon;  and  that  the  kopec  existed  as  a silver  coin  of  low  stand- 
ard as  early  as  the  sixteenth  century. 

In  the  beginning  of  Christian  IV’s  reign  the  Rigsdaler  was  equal  to  four 
marks,  and  each  Reichmark  was  worth  sixteen  skilling.  These  marks 
changed  radically  during  his  reign.  The  Danish  money  was  worth  only  half 
of  the  money  made  for  the  Lubeck  states.  Denmark  had  to  pass  several  laws 
regulating  the  Danish  currency  in  order  to  prevent  the  selling  of  their  money 
to  the  Lubeck  states  by  the  Danes  themselves,  since  they  received  more  for 
their  marks  there.  From  160£(*1618  Christian  IV  struggled  with  the  prob- 
lem of  adjusting  the  two  currencies,  until  in  1618  he  devised  a new  system 
of  monetary  units,  and  in  1619  he  created  an  innovation  in  the  use  of  copper 
as  a metal  used  for  the  small  coins.  A new  law  of  1619  divided  the  currency 
into  three  metals:  gold,  silver  and  copper  pieces.  The  double  krones  were 
made  of  gold  (according  to  Holberg  this  was  so,  but  I have  a double  krone 
to  show  you  which  is  made  of  silver!);  the  whole  Ort  krone,  half  Ort  krone, 
half  Ort  daler,  four  skilling,  two  skilling  and  one  skilling  were  all  made  of 
silver.  Hvid,  Sosling,  Twopenning  and  Penning  were  made  of  copper. 


No.  3. 


In  1618,  Denmark  added  a new  monetary  unit,  the  krone,  to  its  currency. 
It  was  called  the  whole  kroner  at  first  (under  Christian  IV),  and  later  the 
double  krone  (under  other  kings),  according  to  Holberg,  refei’red  to  a coin 
of  the  same  silver  content.  The  word  krone  was  first  used  under  Christian 
IV.  The  coin  shown  is  the  first  type  of  krone  (a  double  krone  of  that  period) 
struck  from  Christian  IV.  It  is  a rather  clumsy  piece.  .At  first  glance  you 
would  think  it  worth  moi’e  than  two  kroner,  and  you  would  be  right!  A 
krone  in  those  days  was  equal  to  the  half  krone  issues  of  later  kings,  and 
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thus  Christian  IV’s  doui)le  krone  was  actuaiiy  what  we  wouid  now  consider 
as  a four  krone  piece. 

As  time  went  on  under  other  kings  the  history  of  the  krone  changed.  The 
foiiowing  wiii  serve  as  an  exampie  of  the  way  the  krone  changed  in  its  vaiue. 
First,  the  haif  doubie  krone  was  caiied  haif  krone,  and  iater  the  haif  krone 
was  caiied  the  whoie  krone;  so  that  a haif  krone  in  the  time  of  Christian  IV 
would  he  equal  to  the  modern  krone;  a kroner  of  that  period  would  equal 
a modern  two  kroner  piece,  and  a Christian  IV  double  kroner  would  be  equal 
to  a four  kroner  piece  of  the  succeeding  kings. 


No.  4. 


The  illustrated  coin  (No.  3)  was  struck  by  Nicolaus  Schwabe  as  mint- 
master  of  Kopenhagen,  Helsingor  and  Frederiksborg.  The  observe  shows 
Christian  IV  standing  with  sword  and  sceptre.  Around  the  edge  is  the  in- 
scription: “Christianus  IIII  D G Danica.”  The  reverse  has  the  crown  of 
Denmark  with  the  initials  R.  F.  P.  above  it  ( Regna  Pirmat  Pietas)  and  the 
words  “Corona  Danica”  (Crown  (of)  Denmark)  underneath  it.  Around  the 
edge  is  “Norway,  Vandalia,  Gothland  Q (of  which  ) Rex,  1618,”  and  the  mint- 
master’s  mark,  the  clover. 


No.  5. 


Another  krone  of  1620  is  shown  (No.  4).  The  obverse  is  similar  to  that 
of  the  double  kroner.  The  reverse  varies  somewhat.  Here  the  date  is 
above  the  crown,  and  R.  F.  P.  is  underneath  the  crown.  The  bird  mintmark, 
Schou  is  unable  to  identify  or  to  attribute  to  any  known  mint-master  of  the 
time,  but  says  it  was  the  mark  for  Kopenhagen  from  1620  until  1623. 


No.  6. 


Nicolaus  Schwabe  was  the  mint-master  under  whom  the  next  two  coins 
were  struck.  One  is  a “thick”  krone  (No.  5)  : the  other  a “thick”  half  krone 
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(No.  6).  The  reveises  are  identical,  but  the  obverses  are  quite  different. 
The  krone  has  the  usual  full-length  portrait  of  Christian  IV,  whereas  the 
obverse  of  the  half  krone  is  a bust  of  the  king. 

A double  speciedaler  of  1626  is  shown  (No.  7).  A speciedaler  was  worth 
two  Rigsdalers.  On  the  obverse  a bust  portrait  of  Christian  IV  occupies  the 
upper  half  ol  the  field  with  the  inscription,  “Christianus  IIII  D.  G.  Dan. 
No.  V.  G.  Rex.  D.SH.S.D.C.OL.ET  D.”,  below  it.  (“Christian  IV  by  fhe 
Grace  of  God,  Denmark,  Norway,  Vandalia,  Gothland,  King.  Duke  (of) 
Schleswig  Holstein,  Stormarn,  Ditmarchen.  Count  (of)  Oldenburg  and  Del- 
manhorst”.)  Around  the  edge  the  words,  “Regna  Firmat  Pietas,”  appear 
with  the  date  1626.  The  mint-master’s  initials,  N S (Nicolaus  Schwabe)  and 
his  mark  (a  clover  leaf)  are  at  either  side  of  the  inscription.  The  reverse 
shows  the  arms  of  Denmark  encircled  by  the  arms  of  thirteen  provinces: 
Norway,  Sweden,  Gothland,  Vandalia,  the  Island  of  Gotland,  Iceland,  Schles- 
wig, Holstein,  Bornholm,  Ditmarchen,  Oldenborg,  Delmanhorst  and  Oesel. 
The  Danish  crown  is  above  all,  with  the  Order  of  the  Elephant  surrounding 
the  arms.  (This  Order  is  usually  reserved  for  members  of  the  Royal  family 
or  nobility.  It  is  Denmark’s  highest  honor.)  The  motto  “Divites  Facit 
Benedictio  Domini’’  is  around  the  edge.  (“The  Blessing  of  the  Lord  Makes 
Riches.’’)  Proverbs  10-22. 


No.  7. 


An  interesting  point  in  the  provincial  arms  of  Denmark  is  that  the  arms  of 
Sweden  are  included  in  Denmark’s  possessions  or  former  possessions.  Dur- 
ing the  reign  of  Frederick  II  (15  63-1570)  the  kings  of  Denmark  and  Sweden 
had  both  quartered  the  three  crowns  on  their  arms.  Trouble  arose  over  this 
practice,  and  the  right  to  quarter  the  three  crowns  on  the  Danish  arms  was 
to  be  arbitrated.  In  1613  Sweden  conceded  to  Denmark  this  right;  in  return 
the  Swedish  vessels  were  to  be  exempt  from  dues  and  customs  in  the  Sound. 

Another  interesting  point  is  that  the  Danish  arms  show  leopards,  rather 
than  lions,  in  the  arms  of  Denmark  proper.  It  was  not  until  the  time  of 
Frederick  VI  that  Denmark  used  the  lions  we  are  accustomed  to  seeing.  The 
use  of  the  three  leopards  (or  lions)  and  the  use  of  the  hearts  on  the  Danish 
arms  commenced  during  the  reign  of  Valdamar  II  (1202-1241). 


No.  8. 


The  last  coin  shown  was  struck  in  the  city  of  Gliickstadt  (No.  8).  It  is  a 
sosling  of  1 624.  The  reverse  shows,  in  the  field,  the  figure  of  Fortuna,  the 
armorial  liearings  of  the  city  of  Gliickstadt.  and.  around  the  edge,  the  in- 
scription, “Mo.  No.  C.  Glu.’’  (New  Money  (of  the)  City  (of)  Gliickstadt") 
and  the  number  “23."  The  obverse  shows  the  much  used  C4,  crowned,  with 
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the  first  part  of  the  date  ‘“16”  below.  “Chri  4,  D G D.”  is  inscribed  around 
the  edge. 

The  most  interesting  features  of  the  coinage  of  Christian  IV  are  the  great 
variety  of  design  and  monetary  units;  the  fact  that  the  Kongsborg  silver  mine 
was  discovered  and  utilized  during  his  reign;  and  the  fact  that  it  was 
Christian  IV  who  started  Denmark  in  the  use  of  the  krone  as  a monetary 
unit,  which  later  on  was  used  by  all  three  Scandinavian  kingdoms  as  their 
standard  monetary  unit.  Another  salient  feature  of  his  money  is  that  Danish 
coinage  for  Tranquebar  originated  under  Christian  IV.  Through  his  prolific 
issuance  of  coinage  in  numerous  varieties,  and  his  setting  the  standard  of 
the  Scandinavian  monetary  unit  by  originating  the  krone,  Christian  IV  added 
more  to  the  numismatic  interest  of  Danish  coinage  than  did  any  other  king 
of  Denmark.

Imagination  In 
Coin  Collecting

It  is  the  firm  belief  of  many  coin  collectors  that  the  main  requisite  of  a 
true  coin  collector  is  a good  imagination.  Some  coin  collectors  collect  for 
the  purpose  of  appreciation  in  the  value  of  their  coins,  having  a complete 
turnover  in  their  collection  every  few  years.  Others  collect  for  the  beauty 
involved  in  the  minting  of  well-designed,  finely-struck  coins,  while  still 
others  are  just  plain  collectors,  collecting  only  because  of  a hereditary  in- 
stinct handed  down  to  them  from  past  ages  when  survival  depended  upon 
individual  frugality.  In  all  probability  this  later  type  of  collector  comprises 
over  50  per  cent,  of  the  coin  collectors  of  today.  They  are  “here  today,  gone 
tomorrow”  to  some  other  field  of  collecting  that  at  the  moment  takes  their 
fancy.  The  collector  who  collects  for  profit  will  collect  coins  as  long  as 
they  appreciate  in  value,  but  will  leave  in  a “bear”  coin  market  for  other 
fields  of  greater  profit.  The  collector  who  collects  for  the  beauty  involved 
in  individual  coins  will  be  with  us  always,  for  coins  of  beauty  are  many, 
and  beautiful  coin  designing  and  minting  are  some  of  the  boons  of  modern 
civilization. 

This  article  deals  with  the  coin  collector  who  collects  coins  because  of  his 
imagination.  He  lives  with  each  individual  coin  of  his  collection,  reminiscing 
through  the  facilities  of  his  mind  and  historical  knowledge  of  that  indi- 
vidual coin,  the  period  in  history  when  that  coin  was  a medium  of  exchange, 
or  that  period,  personage,  or  event  that  it  commemorates. 

He  will  examine  his  silver  tetradrachm  and  live  back  in  the  days  of  Alex- 
ander the  Great,  or  his  denarius  of  Tiberius  and  imagine  it  as  being  used  by 
the  Disciples  of  Christ,  or  even  handled  by  Christ  himself. 

He  will  look  at  his  Pine  Tree  shilling  and  go  back  in  his  imagination  to 
the  days  when  the  Pilgrim  fathers  were  settled  in  New  England,  where  in 
165  2 the  Court  of  Massachusetts  appointed  John  Hull,  strictly  against  the 
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laws  of  England,  as  mint  master,  to  strike  some  silver  coins  for  use  in  the 
New  England  Territory.  He  will  imagine  this  as  the  first  act  of  revolt 
against  England.  He  will  see,  in  his  mind’s  eye,  John  Hull,  mint  master, 
keeping  one  coin  in  every  ten  as  his  wages  for  operating  the  mint,  and  will 
think  of  his  coin  as  one  of  the  ten  that  John  Hull  claimed.  He  will  recon- 
struct the  life  of  the  Hull  family  until  that  great  event  of  their  lives,  the 
marriage  of  their  daughter  and  the  granting  of  her  dowry  of  her  weight  in 
Pine  Tree  shillings,  when  again  his  mind’s  eye  will  picture  his  individual 
shilling  as  going  into  the  balancing  scale  as  a part  of  her  dowry. 

Another  coin  that  will  give  him  much  joy  and  work  his  imagination  over- 
time will  be  his  Lady  Godiva  halfpenny.  He  will  imagine  almost  1000  years 
ago  when  Lady  Godiva  rode  nude  on  a white  horse  through  the  streets  of 
Coventry,  as  a protest  against  ihe  tyranny  of  the  unjust  taxation  of  that  day, 
or  think  of  the  Coventry  of  today,  again  subject  to  unjust  tyranny  at  the 
hands  of  the  modern  weapons  of  war. 

He  will  pick  up  his  Fugio  cent  and  live  back  in  the  days  of  George  Wash- 
ington and  the  problems  that  confronted  our  ancestors  at  the  beginning  of 
our  nation.  He  will  even  imagine  George  Washington  as  having  this  indi- 
vidual coin  in  his  possession  some  time  or  other  during  his  term  as  first 
President  of  the  United  States. 

He  will  examine  his  Jackson  cent  and  re-live  the  great  political  fight 
and  hard  times  during  the  Presidency  of  Andrew  Jackson,  and  his  Civil  War 
tokens  will  reconstruct,  in  his  mind’s  eye,  the  great  struggle  between  the 
States  in  which  his  father  or  gi-andfather  may  have  played  an  important  part. 

The  silver  Trade  dollar  will  make  him  visualize  the  continual  fight  by  the 
so-called  “silver  bloc’’  in  Congress,  bringing  him  up  to  the  present  day  when 
silver  is  still  a very  important  issue  for  almost  any  Congressional  considera- 
tion. 

He  will  pick  up  his  “Gypsy  Rose  Lee’’  quarter  of  1916  or  1917  and  imagine 
back  to  the  first  World  War  days  when  women  were  “coming  into  their 
own’’  and  public  opinion  demanded  that  more  clothes  be  put  on  Liberty. 

His  commemoratives  will  make  his  imagination  run  riot,  for  every  com- 
memorative has  some  historical  background  of  great  interest  or  is  dedicated 
to  the  life  of  some  great  personage  of  the  past  or  present. 

He  will  pick  up  his  Bridgeport  commemorative  half  dollar  and  live  back 
in  the  days  of  the  Cardiff  Giant  and  Jenny  Lind,  made  famous  by  P.  T. 
Barnum,  whose  likeness  appears  on  this  coin.  His  Cincinnati  commemora- 
tive will  have  him  humming  the  beloved  Southern  ballads  of  that  famous 
composer,  Stephen  Foster,  and  his  Columbian  half  dollar  will  bring  about 
the  rediscovering  of  America  while  traveling  with  Christopher  Columbus  on 
the  Santa  Maria  in  1492. 

In  fact,  a collector  who  has  an  imagination  can  pick  up  almost  any  coin 
and,  by  perusing  his  history  books,  reconstruct  in  his  mind,  many  an  enjoy- 
able evening  of  reminiscing.  Yes,  the  coin  collector  with  an  imagination 
is,  in  all  probability,  the  basis  of  the  science  of  numismatics,  for  he  lives, 
breathes,  and  talks  his  coins  until  the  end. 


State  Bank  Notes 
Interest

In  presenting  this  paper  I shall  endeatmr  to  call  attention  to  specific  State 
bank  notes  or  classes  of  such  notes  that  seem  to  me  to  be  deserving  of 
further  study  and  development.  The  phases  that  I shall  discuss  are.  first, 
notes  of  hanks  still  in  operation;  second.  Presidential  Inauguration  notes; 
third.  Confederate  bank  notes;  fourth,  areas  of  research;  fifth,  specific  bank 
notes  of  historical  interest,  and  sixth,  problem  bank  notes. 

While  engaged  in  a very  extensive  research  concerning  early  banks  1 have 
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taken  the  time  to  carry  on  a related  study  of  banks  still  in  operation  today 
that  formerly  issued  bank  notes.  Roughly,  these  banks  can  be  classified 
into  three  groups.  One  type  or  group  has  come  down  through  the  years, 
frequently  more  than  a century,  directly  with  most  often  the  only  change 
in  the  title  indicated  by  the  addition  of  the  word  “National”  to  its  name. 
A good  example  of  this  is  the  Harrisburg  National  Bank.  The  second  type 
is  the  result  of  a succession  of  banks.  An  example  of  this  is  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Skowhegan,  which  was  anteceded  by  the  Skowhegan  Bank, 
and  the  latter  by  the  Somerset  Bank.  The  third  type  is  a consolidation  or 
merger  of  banks  and  is  well  represented  by  the  Manufacturers  Trust  Com- 
pany of  New  York,  which  has  among  its  antecedent  and  constituent  banks 
the  Phenix  Bank,  the  Chatham  Bank,  the  Manufacturers’  Bank  of  Brooklyn, 
and  the  Mechanics  Bank  in  the  Williamsburg  section  of  Brooklyn. 

As  an  example  of  one  of  these  banks  and  its  notes,  allow  me  to  illustrate 
with  the  Massachusetts  Bank,  which  became  the  Massachusetts  National  Bank 
and  then  later  became  the  First  National  Bank  of  Boston.  This  bank  issued 
a very  interesting  variety  of  bank  notes,  of  which  I had  the  pleasure  of  see- 
ing a large  number  during  the  early  part  of  July  in  the  rare-book  room  of 
the  Boston  Public  Library  during  my  visit  in  Boston.  There  I saw  the  fol- 
lowing Massachusetts  Bank  notes: 

Printed  date  17 — , $1,  $11/2,  $2,  $21/2,  $3,  $31/2,  $4,  $41/2,  $5,  $10,  $15, 
$20,  $25,  $30,  $35,  $40.

Printed  date  1799,  $20,  $30,  $50,  $100. 

Printed  date  180—,  $5,  $10. 

Printed  date  18 — , $2,  $1.

Printed  date  181—,  $10,  sheet  of  four  notes. 

There  were  about  thirty-eight  different  notes,  and,  of  course,  there  are 
other  notes,  even  of  $500  and  $1,000,  issued  by  the  bank. 

This  study  of  mine  concerning  the  early  banks  and  their  bank  notes  which 
I have  almost  completed  indicates  that  there  are  over  two  thousand  differ- 
ent bank  notes  of  which  the  issuing  banks  are  antecedents  or  constituents 
of  banks  in  operation  today.  An  analysis  of  my  list  thus  far  indicated  that 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  ranks  first  in  such  banks,  of  which  there  are  at 
least  forty-eight  in  that  State.  New  York  ranks  a close  second,  Pennsyl- 
vania third,  Connecticut  fourth,  and  New  Jersey  fifth. 

A rough  estimate  of  my  present  list  indicates  that  there  are  of  these  early 
banks  the  following  numbers  of  different  notes,  expressed  in  round  numbers:

I do  not  wish  to  imply  that  all  of  these  2,000  different  bank  notes  are 
redeemable.  Some  of  you  have  redeemed  various  notes  and  know  that  genu- 
ine notes  of  certain  banks  are  still  good  and  that  the  title  of  “broken  bank 
note”  is  frequently  applied  erroneously  to  many  of  these  notes.  There  are 
some  published  instances  where  banks  proudly  state  that  an  old  note  of  their 
institution  has  turned  up  for  redem.ption  175  years  after  the  note  was  origin- 
ally issued. 

Just  as  a knowledge  of  the  antecedent  titles  of  a bank  aids  you  to  know 
what  bank  notes  are  associated  with  it,  so,  too,  a knowledge  of  the  antecedent 
or  constituent  bank  titles  will  enable  you  to  more  properly  appreciate  and 
ascribe  medallions,  stock  certificates,  etc.  For  example,  the  fine  medallion 
of  the  Marine  National  Exchange  Bank  of  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  which  was 
issued  on  its  one-hundredth  anniversary,  celebrated  in  193  9,  indicates  on  its 
reverse  that  the  bank  is  a consolidation  of  the  Wisconsin  Marine  and  Fire 
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Insurance  Company,  1839;  the  Marine  National  Bank,  1900;  the  Bank  of 
Milwaukee,  185  8,  and  the  National  Exchange  Bank,  18  65.  That  immediate- 
ly enables  you  to  properly  ascribe  those  banks  as  antecedents  or  constituents 
of  the  Marine  National  Exchange  Bank.  If  the  name  had  changed  after  the 
medallion  was  issued  and  you  were  acquainted  with  the  new  title  and  its 
antecedent  titles,  you  would  be  able  to  immediately  ascribe  the  medallion  as 
associated  with  the  institution  bearing  the  new  name. 

Another  class  of  notes  of  interest  are  the  Presidential  Inauguration  notes. 
By  that  is  meant  bank  notes  bearing  Presidents’  portraits  and  issued  in  the 
year  the  President  was  inaugurated.  A very  good  example  of  this  is  the  $1 
note  of  the  Merchants  Bank  of  Trenton,  New  Jersey,  issued  in  18  61  and 
bearing  the  portrait  of  Lincoln.  The  State  bank  notes  were  probably  the 
first  paper  money  to  portray  Lincoln.  Similar  notes  can  be  probably  found 
for  all  of  the  following  Presidents  in  the  year  of  their  inauguration: 


James  Buchanan  (Pa.),  1857.

Another  small  group  of  notes  related  to  the  preceding  can  be  called  Presi- 
dential group  notes.  These  are  the  notes  with  groups  of  the  portraits  of  the 
Presidents.  The  $10  note  of  the  Piscataqua  Exchange  Bank  of  Portsmouth, 
New  Hampshire,  and  the  $5  notes  of  the  Union  Bank  of  Kinderhook,  New 
York,  are  good  examples.  The  former  portrays  the  first  ten  presidents;  the 
latter  portrays  the  first  five. 

A rather  large  field  that  may  be  related  to  fields  in  which  many  of  you 
are  interested  is  that  of  the  Confederate  bank  notes.  By  Confederate  bank 
notes  are  meant  the  paper  money  issues  of  banks  operating  in  South  Carolina, 
Mississippi,  Florida,  Alabama,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Arkansas,  North 
Carolina,  Virginia,  and  Tennessee  during  the  Civil  War,  dated  roughly  1861- 
18  65,  ot  which  the  following  notes  are  examples:

Next  I should  like  to  call  attention  to  subjects  that  can  be  studied  and 
developed.  One  is  bank  notes  that  were  used  as  means  of  propaganda  or  as 
campaign  material.  Notes  with  quotations  such  as  “Free  Trade”  or  “Truth, 
Justice,  and  the  Constitution,”  which  was  used  during  the  slave  controversy, 
are  examples.  Another  subject  is  the  evolution  of  the  locomotive  as  illus- 
trated on  bank  notes.  The  change  from  the  vertical  to  the  horizontal  boiler 
and  that  to  more  complex  improvements  can  be  traced.  Or  the  evolution 
of  agricultural  implements,  as  the  transition  from  the  scythe  to  the  cradling 
of  wheat,  and  from  the  cradle  to  the  early  harvesting  machines  can  likewise 
be  traced.  A third  is  the  history  and  development  of  the  canal  system  of 
the  United  States.  A fourth  could  concern  the  engravers  of  our  early  bank 
notes.  Some  of  you  are  probably  acquainted  with  the  work  being  done  in  the 
field  concerning  the  engravings  of  Harrison  and  Maverick. 

There  is  also  the  group  of  specific  notes  that  are  of  historical  interest. 
Some  are  of  interest  because  of  their  names,  as  that  of  the  Bank  of  the  Old 
Dominion.  The  “Old  Dominion”  was  a popular  name  for  Virginia  and  was 
frequently  seen  in  colonial  documents.  Some  notes  are  of  interest  because 
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their  illustrations  refer  to  items  of  the  past,  as  the  illustrations  on  the 
Franklin  Silk  Company,  notes  which  allude  to  Franklin’s  experiments  in 
electricity  and  his  famous  sayings,  as  “Mind  your  business.’’  Other  notes 
are  especially  interesting  because  their  illustrations  are  associated  with  con- 
temporary events.  A good  example  of  such  is  the  Arctic  explorations  of  Dr. 
Elisha  Kent  Kane,  of  Philadelphia,  and  his  search  for  Sir  John  Franklin,  the 
distinguished  Arctic  explorer.  Upon  his  return  Dr.  Kane  published  an  in- 
teresting account  of  his  adventures,  which  you  can  read  in  his  two-volume 
work  entitled  “Arctic  Explorations;  The  Second  Grinnell  Expedition  in 
Search  of  Sir  John  Franklin,  1853,  ’54,  ’55.’’ 

Other  contemporary  events  are  the  invention  of  the  telegraph,  Lafayette’s 
tour  of  America,  Jenny  Lind’s  public  appearances  here  and  in  Europe,  the 
Mexican  War,  the  Civil  War,  the  transportation  of  Canova’s  statue  of  Wash- 
ington to  America  in  a warship,  and  the  discovery  of  petroleum. 

Lastly,  are  the  notes  that  are  the  subject  of  some  pro1)lem  or  the  solution  to 
a problem.  For  example,  did  the  term  “wildcat’’  originate  from  notes  said  to 
have  the  illustration  of  a wild  cat  either  engraved  or  stamped  on  the  notes; 
or  was  the  expression  as  used  in  reference  to  banks  in  use  before  such  notes 
appeared?  And  finally,  there  is  the  problem  whose  solution  would  be  worth 
much  to  us  as  numismatists,  and  especially  to  the  one  who  first  finds  the 
answer:  What  note  or  notes  bear  the  illustration  of  the  small  quail  engraved 
by  John  J.  Audubon  for  use  on  a bank  note? 


Cincinnati  Chapter 
Pennies,  R.  A.  M.

CINCINNATI  CHAPTER  NO.  2,  R.  A.  M.,  was  chartered  in  1816,  just 
twenty-four  years  after  Ohio’s  Marietta  Union  Chapter  No.  1 opened.  The 
Chapter  Token  is  a United  States  large  copper  one-cent  coin  converted  into 
and  used  for  a Mark  Penny.  The  obverse  of  the  penny  in  hand  has  not  been 
altered  or  changed  and  is  dated  18  48.  The  center  of  the  reverse  is  inset 
with  a normal  keystone  bearing  the  usual  Mark  and  is  made  of  silver. 
Circling  the  margin  is  engraved  CINCINNATI  CHAPTER  NO.  2,  R.  A.  M. 
(See  illustration.)

Should  one  visit  the  Library  of  the  Supreme  Council,  which  is  housed  in 
the  great  Masonic  edifice  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  there  they  will  find  exhibited 
one  of  the  Mark  Pennies  of  the  Cincinnati  Chapter.  The  obverse  is  that  of 
the  American  one-cent  unchanged.  In  the  center  of  the  reverse  bearing  the 
usual  Mark  is  infixed  a normal  keystone  made  of  silver  and  raised  about 
one-sixteenth  of  an  inch.  Circling  the  verge  of  the  Mark  Token  is  the 
legend,  CINCINNATI,  CHAPTER  NO.  2,  R.  A.  M.  Above  the  keystone, 
WM.  F.  LANDWEHR,  SEC.  This  Mark  Penny  was  especially  made  for  this 
particular  Washington  Masonic  collection,  so  the  story  book  has  it. 

McMillan  chapter  no.  19,  R.  a.  M.,  was  chartered  in  18 — . The 
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Chapter  Token  is  a United  States  large  copper  one-cent  coin  converted  into 
and  used  for  a Mark  Penny.  The  obverse  of  the  penny  described  remains 
as  minted.  On  the  reverse  is  portrayed  in  the  center  of  a depressed  circle 
and  on  an  embossed  field  a normal  keystone  ornamented  above  and  below 
the  circle.  The  first  circle  is  indented  at  upper  right  and  left  third  to  the 
verge  and  in  the  space  thus  formed  is  the  legend,  McMILLAN  CHAPTER 
NO.  19,  R.  A.  M.  The  artist-engraver  has  given  this  reverse  great  care  and 
attention.  Credit  must  be  given  to  Compiler  King  for  this  description. 

KILWINNING  CHAPTER  NO.  97,  R.  A.  M.,  was  chartered  in  1866.  The 
Chapter  Token  comes  in  silver  with  milled  border  and  plain  edge.  Bearing 
the  usual  Mark,  a normal  keystone  with  beaded  rim  and  ornamented  corners 
decorates  the  center  of  the  obverse  of  the  penny  in  hand.  To  left  of  key- 
stone, KILWINNING;  to  right.  Chapter;  above,  NO.  97,  and  in  exergue, 
R.  A.  M.  In  the  center  of  the  reverse  is  a spray  representing  the  budding 
and  fruit-bearing  Rod  of  Aaron  for  the  House  of  Levi  with  the  Hebrew  in- 
scription “Jerusalem  the  Holy.”  (See  illustration.)

Kilwinning  is  claimed  as  the  birthplace  of  Masonry  in  Scotland  and  is 
located  in  a southwesterly  direction  and  not  far  distant  from  the  very 
ancient  city  of  Glasgow,  Great  Britain’s  second  largest.  The  name  Kilwinning 
in  Scotland  is  identical  with  the  name  York  in  England,  both  being  claimed 
as  the  place  of  origin  of  Masonry  in  their  respective  countries. 

WILLIS  CHAPTER  NO.  131,  R.  A.  M.,  was  chartered  in  18 — . The  Chap- 
ter Token  comes  in  copper,  so  reported.  All  attempts  to  contact  Willis 
Chapter  have  met  with  lailure,  which  places  the  writer  in  great  mental  dis- 
tress. Any  further  facts,  therefore,  relative  to  Willis  Chapter  and  its  Mark 
Penny,  so  far  as  this  essay  has  to  do,  must  remain  unwritten  and  unpub- 
lished. 

WALNUT  HILLS  CHAPTER  NO.  151,  R.  A.  M.,  was  chartered  in  1884. 
The  Chapter  Token  forwarded  by  the  Lodge  Secretary  is  a United  States 
large  copper  one-cent  coin  such  as  is  used  for  a Mark  Penny  by  Walnut  Hills 
Chapter.  This  specimen  now  displayed  in  the  exhibit  is  dated  1857  and  is 
of  the  large  date  variety.  In  mailing  this  particular  coin  the  Secretary  of 
the  Chapter  writes:  “I  am  enclosing  herewith  a penny,  used  by  Walnut  Hills 
Chapter  as  a Mark  piece.  I believe  we  are  one  of  the  few  Chapters  using 
the  original  penny.”  No  engraving  appears  on  this  one-cent  coin  whatever. 
Excepting  that  it  has  seen  some  circulation,  it  remains  as  minted.  It  would 
therefore  appear  that  the  Walnut  Hills  Chapter  makes  a practice  of  using 
in  their  general  Royal  Arch  Mason  degree  work  the  American  large  cent 
just  as  minted  without  any  changing  or  extra  engraving  whatsoever.  (See 
illustration.)

Displayed  in  the  evening’s  exhibit  also  is  a Mark  Token  dated  1842,  the 
small  date  being  used  for  this  curious  Mark  Penny  if  such  it  be.  The  obverse 
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remains  as  minted.  The  words  “United  States  of  America”  on  the  reverse 
have  been  removed  and  substituted  therefor  are  the  words  WALNUT  HILLS 
BODY  151,  R.  A.  M.  Judging  from  every  appearance,  it  might  be  taken 
that  some  bungler-artist  has  been  indulging  a sportive  fancy.  This  one-cent 
Mark  piece  was  picked  up  in  a lot  of  old  tokens  and  coins  which  came  to 
light  in  an  Indiana  river  town  some  years  ago,  so  goes  the  story.  This  Penny 
was  in  the  cabinet  of  E.  Vernon  Moore  at  time  of  bis  demise  in  1926.  (See 
Illustration.)

In  the  Library  of  the  Supreme  Council,  House  of  the  Temple,  Washington, 
D.  C.,  may  be  seen  on  display  a Mark  Penny  issued  by  Walnut  Hills  Chapter, 
This  particular  copper  coin  Mark  is  dated  1851.  Its  obverse  is  an  American 

one  cent,  on  the  upper  verge  of  which  is  inscribed  NOV.  15TH,  1895  

CINCINNATI,  O.  Inlaid  in  the  center  of  the  reverse  bearing  the  usual  Mark 
is  a raised  normal  keystone  ornamented  above  and  below  the  circle.  The 
inscription,  WALNUT  HILLS  to  left  and  CHAPTER  NO.  151  to  right;  in 
exergue,  R.  A.  M.,  and  above,  the  name  of  a well-known  Cincinnati  coin  col- 
lector, C.  H.  Rembold.  A special  Mark  appears  in  the  center  of  the  keystone. 

Walnut  Hills,  settled  as  early  as  1791,  was  a postofhce  in  Hamilton  county 
in  the  earlier  days.  Later  this  outlying  and  very  desirable  suburban  district 
became  a part  of  Cincinnati  and  therefore  lost  its  identity  as  a post  town. 
It  can  be  truthfully  said  that  the  suburbs  of  Cincinnati  are  essentially  a 
part  of  the  city  and,  figuratively  speaking,  they  are  a sylvan  crown  adorning 
the  brow  of  the  Queen  of  the  West. 

CUMMINSVILLE  CHAPTER  NO.  158,  R.  A.  M.,  was  chartered  in  1889. 
The  Chapter  Token  is  a United  States  large  18  44  copper  one-cent  coin  con- 
verted into  and  used  for  a Mark  Penny.  The  obverse  of  coin  remains  un- 
changed excepting  that  on  the  upper  verge  is  CINCINNATI,  OHIO.  Per- 
fectly centered  on  the  reverse,  with  corners  ornamented  and  bearing  the 
usual  Mark,  is  a normal  keystone  made  of  silver,  the  same  being  inlaid  and 
then  raised  about  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch.  The  legend,  CUMMINSVILLE 
to  left  of  keystone,  CHAPTER  NO.  158  to  right,  and  in  exergue  R.  A.  M, 
This  Mark  Penny  is  the  work  of  Alex.  P.  Griessmann.  vice-president  of  The 
Jos.  J.  Sayre  & Son  Company.  (See  illustration.)

In  the  early  history  of  Cumminsville  it  was  a postofiice  of  Hamilton  county, 
Ohio.  Later  the  suburban  settlement  became  incorporated  with  Cincinnati, 
thus  losing  its  identity  as  a post  town. 

PRICE  HILL  CHAPTER  NO.  164,  R.  A.  M.,  was  chartered  in  1896.  The 
Chapter  Token  is  a United  States  large  copper  one-cent  coin  converted  into, 
and  used  as  a Mark  Penny.  The  obverse  of  penny  in  hand  remains  un- 
changed and  is  dated  1852.  The  center  of  the  reverse  is  inset  with  a normal 
keystone  which  bears  the  usual  Mark  and  which  is  made  of  silver.  Circling

the  inclusive  verge  is  engraved  PRICE  HILL  CHAPTER  NO.  164,  R.  A.  M. 
(See  illustration.)

The  Price  Hill  Chapter  was  so  named  because  of  its  separate  location, 
being  situated  in  the  suburban  section  of  Cincinnati  known  today  as  Price 
Hill,  where  in  the  early  Ohio  River  Valley  settlement  days  resided  the  very 
prominent  Price  family  in  whose  honor  this  particular  residential  district 
received  its  name. 

DELTA  CHAPTER  NO.  179,  R.  A.  M.,  was  chartered  in  1904.  The  Chap- 
ter Token  comes  in  silver  with  milled  rim  and  plain  edge.  Gracing  the 
center  of  the  obverse  and  bearing  the  usual  Mark  is  a normal  keystone  with 
beaded  edge  and  having  inscribed  in  the  base,  CIN’TI,  O.  To  left,  DELTA; 
above,  NO.  179,  and  to  right,  CHAPTER;  in  exergue,  R.  A.  M.  At  extreme 
left  and  right  are  a chisel  and  mallet,  the  chisel  more  nearly  resembling  an 
arrow.  On  the  reverse  is  the  image  of  King  Darius  kneeling  to  right  with 
an  arrow  in  right  and  a bow  in  left  hand.  The  reverse  design  is  that  of  the 
coin  current  in  Jerusalem  and  Judea  at  the  time  of  the  rebuilding  of  the 
Temple  at  Jerusalem.  The  Delta  Chapter  Penny  in  hand  is  a loan  by  Herbert 
A.  Brand.  (See  illustration.)

History  recites  that  aftei-  the  overthrow  of  the  Kingdom  of  Babylon,  King 
Cyrus  of  Persia  decided  to  permit  the  exiled  Hebrews  to  return  to  Judea  and 
to  rebuild  the  Temple,  which  was  done  under  Zerubbabel.  Although  the 
work  of  rebuilding  was  begun  during  the  reign  of  Cyrus  there  were  many 
Interruptions  and  it  was  not  finished  until  during  the  reign  of  King  Darius. 
The  coin  current  throughout  the  Persian  empire  at  that  time  bore  on  the 
reverse  the  likeness  of  King  Darius  just  as  it  appears  on  the  Delta  Chapter 
Mark.  It  was  the  equal  in  value  of  the  ancient  Jewish  half-shekel  of  silver. 
History  tells  that  Darius  in  his  youth  was  remarkably  skillful  with  bow  and 
arrow.  He  doubtless  approved  the  pattern  for  his  coin  in  commemoration 
of  his  early  prowess  and  of  his  personal  victories  over  his  enemies. 

Delta,  the  name  of  the  fourth  letter  of  the  Greek  alphabet,  answers  to  the 
English  D.  The  equilateral  triangle  or  Greek  letter  delta  is  a symbol  of  the 
Deity.  Among  the  Egyptians  the  darkness  through  which  the  candidate  was 
required  to  pass  was  symbolized  by  the  trowel,  an  all-important  INIasonic 
implement,  a form  of  the  delta  or  equilateral  triangle  which  was  considered 
as  the  most  perfect  of  forms  or  figures.  Each  side  of  the  delta  or  triangle 
refers  separately  to  one  of  the  three  departments  of  creation,  namely,  the 
animal,  the  vegetable,  the  mineral.  The  Masonic  fraternity  teaches  that  in 
the  indescribable,  unutterable  degrees  the  sacred  delta  is  everywhere  present 
as  the  symbol  of  the  Grand  .Architect  of  the  Universe. 

NORWOOD  CHAJ’TER  NO.  193,  R.  A.  M..  was  chartered  in  1913.  Liberty 
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is  taken  on  this  occasion  to  include  in  the  Cincinnati  Chapter  Penny  list  the 
Norwood  Chapter  Mark.  The  writer  has  never  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the 
Norwood  Chapter  Penny  and  therefore  the  description  here  given  may  be 
somewhat  inaccurate  and  not  complete.  The  writer  is  informed  that  the 
Chapter  Token  comes  in  silver  in  form  of  a half-shekel.  A headed  circle  on 
the  obverse  near  the  margin  encloses  both  cut  and  inscriptions.  Appearing 
in  the  center  bearing  the  usual  Mark  is  a normal  keystone  with  small  dashes 
outlining  the  inner  edge  and  with  corners  ornamented.  Showing  on  the  re- 
verse is  an  imitation  of  the  Jewish  half-shekel  of  the  first  year.  Above  the 
sacramental  cup  or  chalice  is  the  Hebrew  letter  signifying  ONE.  The  legend 
in  Hebrew  is  “half-shekel.” 

Although  a post  substation,  Norwood  is  a corporate  city  separate  from 
Cincinnati,  only  an  imaginary  boundary  line  between  the  two  cities.  A union 
some  day  may  bring  about  a greater  Cincinnati.  Annexation  is  already  the 
progressive  watchword,  and  ere  long  the  area  doubtless  will  be  largely  in- 
creased. The  suburban  districts  of  Cincinnati  are  so  essentially  a part  of  the 
city,  their  population  having  an  entire  community  of  interest  with  the  resi- 
dents of  the  city  proper,  that  a separation  cannot  long  continue,  so  it  would 
appear.  Of  course  there  are  those  who  may  take  a different  view  of  the 
picture,  which  is  their  right. 

ACACIA  CHAPTER  NO.  195,  R.  A.  M.,  was  chartered  in  19 — . The  Chap- 
ter Token  comes  in  copper  with  milled  verge  and  plain  edge.  In  the  center 
of  the  obverse  of  penny  in  hand  is  an  Acacia  sprig.  The  legend,  ACACIA 
CHAPTER  195,  R.  A.  M.;  in  exergue,  CINCINNATI,  O.;  in  the  center  of  the 
reverse  bearing  the  usual  Mark  is  a normal  keystone,  ornamented,  a chisel 
and  a mallet  to  left  and  right.  (See  illustration.) 


No.  195. 


The  Acacia  is  an  interesting  and  important  symbol  in  Freemasonry.  It 
was  esteemed  a sacred  wood  among  the  Hebrews.  Mention  of  this  tree 
occurs  in  several  passages  of  Exodus,  and  indicates  the  kind  of  wood  em- 
ployed in  making  the  various  parts  of  the  tabernacle  while  the  Israelites 
were  wandering  in  the  wilderness.  In  Isaiah,  it  is  mentioned  as  a tree 
worthy  of  planting.  The  Acacia  is  known  to  be  much  the  largest  and  most 
common  tree  in  the  Arabian  deserts.  Its  wood  is  hard,  fine-grained  and 
yellowish  brown.  Some  species  yield  valuable  timber;  some  are  cultivated 
for  the  beauty  of  their  flowers.  Acacia  glowing  in  a March  bouquet!  It  looks 
like  gilded  snow,  frozen  sunshine.  Golden  foam,  yellow  velvet  on  display; 
like  star  dust  sprinkled  on  a silver  vine. 

VAN  RENSALLAER  CHAPTER  NO.  19,  R.  A.  M.,  from  what  little  history 
can  be  gathered,  seems  to  have  gone  the  way  of  the  wind.  The  Chapter 
may  have  gone  defunct  or  a change  in  name  may  have  caused  its  identity  to 
become  lost.  The  Chapter  Token  shown  in  the  exhibit  is  in  brass  with  milled 
border  and  plain  edge.  A keystone  with  the  usual  MARK  embellishes  the 
one  side  while  on  the  opposite  side  ONE  PENNY  appears  in  large  letters 
within  a circle  around  which  is  stamped  VAN  RENSALLAIR  19,  R.  A.  M., 
CIN.,  O.  On  the  Penny  (he  name  of  Chapter  in  the  last  syllable  is  spelled 
with  an  “i”  instead  of  an  “e.”  Doubtless  this  was  originally  a stock  penny. 
Some  Masonic  bodies  make  use  of  the  stock  penny  and  do  not  indulge  a 
more  expensive  token,  thus  much  of  the  identity  of  the  Chapter  presenting 
the  same  is  lost  as  time  moves  on.  It  so  happens  that  occasionally  some 
enthusiastic  companion  has  the  name  of  his  Chapter  lodge  inscribed  or 
stamped  on  his  penny.  As  above  mentioned,  it  will  l)e  noticed  that  McMillan 
Chapter  holds  the  number  “19”  also.  McMillan  was  an  early  family  name 
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in  Cincinnati,  as  was  also  the  name  Van  Rensallaer.  In  the  past  at  times 
the  Royal  Craft  records  seem  to  have  been  neglected  and  poorly  kept,  so 
comes  the  report.  It  is  just  possible  that  at  some  time  during  days  agone 
the  name  of  the  Van  Rensallaer  Chapter  was  changed  to  that  of  McMillan 
since  the  original  19  is  held  by  said  McMillan  Chapter.  This  is  only  a con- 
jecture and  could  be  very  easily  a mistaken  one — a very  poor  guess,  perhaps. 
In  the  case  of  this  particular  Chapter  Penny,  it  may  just  be  possible  that 
some  companion  of  the  old  Van  Rensallaer  Masonic  body  had  a stock  penny 
stamped  in  remembrance  of  the  original  Van  Rensallaer  name  and  the  lodge 
in  which  he  was  initiated  a member.  Several  other  Ohio  Chapter  lodges  are 
represented  in  the  writer’s  collection  with  hand-stamped  or  punched  stock 
Chapter  pennies.  Such  specimens  are  not  very  artistic  and  make  a very 
cheap  appearance.  (See  illustration.)

In  making  requests  for  Mark 
Pennies  on  a few  occasions  the  writer  found  himself  in  a like  position  to 
Andy  in  “Amos  and  Andy”  of  radio  fame  who  so  often  finds  himself,  “in  a 
picklement.”  This  situation  or  annoyance  happened  principally  because  of  tar- 
diness in  answering  letters  mailed  out  and  also  because  of  refusals.  The  list 
of  Marks  and  illustrations  here  given  are  not  as  complete  as  was  desired 
and  hoped  for,  and  therefore  is  somewhat  of  a disappointment.  In  closing 
this  essay  again  the  writer  wishes  to  thank  all  who  may  have  had  a part  in 
its  making. 


Aboriginal 

Numismatics 

In  New  York  City

(Synopsis  of  a lecture  delivered  by  Mr.  Schoenfeld  at  the 
Bronx  Coin  Club  .and  Brooklyn  Coin  Club.) 


For  the  past  thirty-five  years  I have  been  compiling  and  painting  a series 
of  forty  wall  maps,  delineating  the  history  and  development  of  New  York 
City  from  aboriginal  times  to  the  present  day.  These  maps  cover  every  field 
of  human  endeavor.  Much  of  the  information  used  in  them  was  gleaned 
from  unusual  sources.  One  such  was  medals  and  medallions.  Practically 
every  major  event  in  New  York’s  history,  and  hundreds  of  minor  ones,  from 
the  entry  of  Verrazzano  into  New  York  Bay  in  15  24  up  to  the  present  day. 
is  represented  by  a medal. 

In  my  thirst  for  information  I studied  the  Algonquian  Indian  language. 
By  translating  Algonquian  geographical  terms  I got  an  inkling  of  aboriginal 
conditions  in  the  terrain  that  is  now  New  York  City. 

Strange  to  relate,  in  studying  certain  Indian  names  I unearthed  informa- 
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tion  that  I believe  will  .prove  of  interest  to  my  fellow-numismatists.  In  the 
western  end  of  Long  Island  Sound,  close  to  the  shore  of  Pelham  Bay  Park, 
New  York  City,  and  part  of  the  old  Bartow  estate,  is  a pretty  little  island, 
known  in  aboriginal  and  colonial  days  as  “Laapawatching.”  In  that  eupho- 
nious Indian  word  is  a fascinating  numismatic  tale. 

Laapawatching  (Hunter’s  Island  of  today),  in  the  Algonquian  tongue, 
means,  broadly,  “place  where  beads  are  strung  or  made,”  the  beads  referred 
to  being  seawan  or  sewant  of  the  Indians,  which  was  a medium  of  exchange 
or  primitive  money.  Seawan  was  made  of  calcerous,  testaceous  shells, 
such  as  the  clam  and  periwinkle.  Seawan  was  divided  into  two  kinds: 
“wampumpeag”  (contracted  to  wampum)  and  “suchanhock,”  a term  that 
has  almost  sunk  into  oblivion. 

Much  confusion  has  been  caused  by  writers  and  commentators  using  the 
terms  seawan  and  wampum  interchangeably  or  synonymously.  They  had, 
and  still  have,  different  meanings:  Seawan  means  “loose  beads,”  but  wam- 
pum means  “white  money,”  in  distinction  to  suckanhock,  which  was  the 
name  of  purple  or  black  money,  which  had  three  times  the  value  of  wam- 
pum. Resolution  of  the  full  term,  “wampumpeag,”  clearly  shows  its  exact 
meaning:  wompi  meaning  white,  and  ompeag,  string  of  money. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  civilized  man  often  uses  various  metals  in 
coinage  to  express  difference  in  value.  The  Indian  accomplished  the  same 
thing  by  varying  the  color  of  his  beads,  white,  purple  or  black. 

Seawan,  in  addition  to  being  a medium  of  exchange,  was  largely  used  in 
Indian  ceremonials.  An  exchange  of  a seawan  would  seal  a contract  or 
ratify  a treaty.  It  was  also  used  for  dress  or  ornamentation.  It  derived  its 
value,  however,  from  the  laboriousness  of  its  production  or  manufacture. 
Each  drilled  bead,  about  one-quarter  of  an  inch  long,  had  the  value,  approxi- 
mately, of  an  English  farthing;  it  was  a unit  of  work.  Sharp  stones  were 
used  in  drilling,  and  “minting”  was  exceedingly  difficult. 

In  using  the  term  “minting”  I do  not  think  I am  straining  its  meaning, 
as  translation  of  “Laapawatching,”  (the  place  where  beads  are  made  or 
strung)  clearly  shows  that  the  Algonquians  of  lower  New  York  had  at  least 
one  fixed,  permanent  place  for  making  money.  In  other  words,  Laapawatch- 
ing was  a mint.  It  is  true,  Indians  made  seawan  wherever  it  was  convenient 
for  them,  usually  close  to  the  sea  or  large  rivers,  where  calcerous  shells 
were  easily  procured.  Outside  of  Laapawatching,  I know  of  no  permanent 
place  where  seawan  was  made.  To  New  York  City,  therefore,  goes  the  dis- 
tinction of  having  an  aboriginal  mint  within  its  confines.  That  the  island 
of  Lapawatching  was  of  special  importance  to  the  Indians  is  indicated  by  the 
fact,  that  their  great,  sacred  rock,  Mishow,  is  located  on  its  southeast  side, 
as  well  as  the  graves  of  two  sachems. 

Seawan  was  a medium  of  exchange  in  New  York  City  from  the  arrival  of 
the  Dutch  in  1614  under  Adrian  Block,  until  the  end  of  their  jurisdiction 
in  1664.  It  continued  to  be  used  as  money  by  the  British,  who  then  took 
possession,  but  it  ceased  to  be  accepted  about  the  year  1740. 

Seawan  lost  its  purchasing  power  in  a most  peculiar  way.  The  intro- 
duction and  use  of  iron  awls  so  quickened  its  production,  that  it  lost  much 
of  its  value.  “Get-rich-quick”  counterfeiters  manufactured  it  in  abundance. 
Despite  the  passage  and  enforcement  of  stringent  anti-counterfeiting  laws, 
seawan  fell  into  disuse. 

Another  infiuence  that  brought  about  its  decline  in  New  York  is  the  fact 
that  by  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  close  to  200  varieties  of  foreign 
silver  coins  were  in  circulation  on  the  island  of  Manhattan. 

The  idea  is  prevalent  that  seawan  was  the  only  primitive  money  in  circu- 
lation in  New  York.  Such,  however,  was  not  the  case.  Beaver  skins  and 
tobacco  leaves  passed  freely  as  currency.  They  were  actually  made  legal 
tender  by  the  Dutch.  At  various  times,  wheat,  beef  and  pork  were  also 
legal  tender.  There  was  a fixed  ratio  of  exchange  between  ])eaver  skins 
and  seawan.  One  beaver  skin  was  worth  960  wampum  beads. 

Another  aboriginal  geographical  term  connected  with  New  York  City, 
whose  translation  gives  it  numismatic  significance,  is  “Sappokanican.” 
Where  romantic  Greenwich  Village  now  stands,  once  flourished  a large 
Algonquian  settlement,  known  as  Sappokanican.  “Sappo”  means  tobacco, 
and  “kanican,”  plantation. 

The  annals  of  Von  Twiller,  an  early  Dutch  governor,  clearly  show  the 
existence  of  this  plantation.  In  fact.  Von  Twiller  bought  it  from  the  Indians 
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(probably  for  a few  fingers  of  “fire  water’’),  and  then  bought  pelts  from 
them,  giving  them  the  tobacco  in  exchange — the  very  leaves  that  they,  them- 
selves, raised — showing  the  evilness  of  the  governor  and  the  simplicity  of 
Poor  Lo! 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  Indians  raised  tobacco  at  Sappokancian  not 
only  for  their  own  consumption  but  in  order  to  get  “money’’  to  purchase  or 
barter  other  necessities.  In  a wide  sense,  Sappokanican,  like  Laapawatching, 
was  also  a primitive  “mint.”  Further  translation  of  other  Algonquian,  geo- 
graphical terms  will  probably  reveal  similar  aboriginal  institutions.

Mint  Of  Cataluna

On  March  19,  1808,  Charles  IV  of  Spain  was  compelled  to  abdicate,  leav- 
ing as  heir  to  the  throne  his  eldest  son,  Ferdinand.  Charles  fled  to  France 
and  Ferdinand  was  induced  by  the  French  diplomats  to  meet  his  father  and 
Napoleon  at  Bayonne.  Virtually  a prisoner,  he  was  compelled  to  renounce 
the  throne,  and  to  Napoleon  was  given  the  right  to  name  the  King  of  Spain. 
As  the  French  were  already  in  possession  of  Madrid  and  of  the  Northern 
provinces,  Napoleon  named  as  King  of  Spain  his  elder  brother,  Joseph. 

The  Spanish  people,  however,  still  considered  Ferdinand  as  King,  and  Josd 
Napoleon,  being  an  outsider,  was  called  the  Usurper.  War  was  begun,  and 
the  Spanish  Nationals,  aided  by  the  English  under  the  Duke  of  Wellington, 
proceeded  to  make  life  miserable  for  the  new  King. 

Thus  we  have  the  analogy  of  two  kings,  each  one  a prisoner  of  the  other, 
as  Ferdinand  was  detained  in  France,  and  Josd  Napoleon  was  practically  a 
prisoner  of  the  Spanish.  This  war,  called  the  Peninsula  War  by  the  English, 
lasted  until  the  overthrow  of  Napoleon  in  1814. 

It  was  during  this  period  that  the  mint  under  discussion  was  in  operation. 
Don  Juan  de  Amat  was  mint  master,  with  Pablo  Sala  as  chief  assayer  and 
Juan  Bautista  Ferrando  as  assistant  assayer.  The  mint  began  coinage  on 
February  1,  1809,  in  the  city  of  Reus,  but  work  was  interrupted  from  Feb- 
ruary 2 6 until  March  19  of  the  same  year,  as  the  city  was  occupied  by  the 
French  troops.  Work  was  resumed  on  March  31,  1809,  and  continued  until 
March  21,  1810,  when  the  French  again  occupied  the  city.  The  mint  was 
removed  to  Tarragona  and  reopened  on  April  16,  1810,  but  mostly  copper 
coins  were  struck.  Work  in  Tarragona  was  interrupted  by  the  approach  of 
the  French,  and  on  May  27,  1811,  the  mint  machinery  was  loaded  aboard  a 
boat  and  carried  to  Palma  de  Mallorca,  where  work  was  resumed.  Coinage 
definitely  ceased  on  June  3 0,  1814. 

The  coinage  was  similar  to  the  Spanish  coinage  of  the  other  mints,  those 
of  1809  and  1810  having  on  the  obverse  a bust  of  the  King  bareheaded, 
wearing  the  Order  of  Charles  III  and  draped  with  a mantle.  The  legend 
was  FERDIN.  VII.  DEI.  G.  and  date  below.  The  reverse  has  the  crowned 
arms  of  Spain,  composed  of  the  Arms  of  Castile,  Leon  and  Granada  with  the 
fleur-de-lis  of  the  Bourbons  superimposed.  Legend,  HISPANIARUM.  REX.; 
in  the  field  R 8 C SF.  The  coinage  of  1811  to  1814  is  the  same  with  the 
exception  that  the  bust  of  the  King  is  laureated.  The  only  exception  to  the 
foregoing  is  that  a few  of  the  coins  of  1809  have  the  assayer’s  initials.  MP, 
instead  of  SF. 

The  writer  has  found  that  the  majority  of  collectors,  including  some  of 
the  larger  dealers,  confuse  this  coinage  with  that  of  the  Mint  in  Cadiz,  which 
operated  at  the  same  time.  The  distinction  is  that  the  mint  mark  of  Cadiz 
is  a crowned  C and  the  assayer’s  initials  are  Cl  or  CJ.

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Specimens  Seldom  Seen 

A SERIES:  I.  NATAL  SIXPENCE. 

In  Atkins’  popular  work,  “The  Coins  and  Tokens  of  the  Possessions  and 
Colonies  of  the  British  Empire,’’  there  are  only  two  specimens  listed  for 
Natal.  One  is  a trial  piece  of  the  obverse  of  the  other,  which  is  an  1860 
sixpence  struck  in  nickel-silver,  or  German  silver,  by  or  for  the  Durban  Club. 

Atkins’  historical  note  states  that  the  colony  was  settled  as  early  as  1823 
by  emigrants  under  Captain  Farewell.  It  was  later  colonized  by  Boers  from 
Cape  Colony.  It  was  declared  a colony  in  18  43  (with  Cape  Colony)  and 
received  separate  status  in  185  6.  Durban  is  the  chief  town  and  port  of 
Natal. 

Until  comparatively  recent  times  the  shortage  of  small  change  was  acute. 
It  is  related  in  Chalmers’  work,  “History  of  Currency  in  the  British  Colo- 
nies,’’ that  it  was  not  infrequent  in  small  purchases  to  receive  pencils  as 
change  during  the  latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Twenty  years  after 
the  token  was  issued.  Natal  was  placed  upon  a metallic  currency  basis,  by 
royal  proclamation,  with  the  use  of  sterling  as  elsewhere  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 


The  obverse  of  the  token,  which  measures  23  mm.,  may  be  described  as 
follows: 

Obv.,  NATAL  in  center.  At  upper  border:  SIX  PENCE.  Around  lower 
border:  18  60  with  ornaments  at  sides. 

Rev:  6D  Around  upper  border,  DURBAN,  and  around  lower  border, 
CLUB  with  ornaments  at  sides. 

Edge:  Reeded. 

According  to  Atkins,  there  is  a specimen  in  the  British  Museum,  but  little 
appears  to  be  known  regarding  the  circumstances  of  its  issue  other  than  the 
acute  need  for  fractional  money.  It  is  possible  that  it  was  related  to  the  new 
railway  opened  in  1860.  Natal  is  today  a maritime  province  of  the  Union 
of  South  Africa,  on  the  Indian  Ocean.

MEDAL  FOR  POPINJAY  FESTIVAL  HELD  IN  1707. 

In  1707,  John  Robinson,  the  British  Ambassador  to  the  Court  of  Dresden, 
was  lucky  enough  to  shoot  the  Popinjay,  and  he  was  accordingly  acclaimed 
King  of  the  Popinjay.  He  was  feted  on  the  event,  and  a flowery  speech  en- 
tirely in  German  was  addressed  to  him.  He,  however,  typically  British, 
could  only  speak  his  native  tongue  and  Latin,  and  he  therefore  replied  in 
Latin.  His  verse  is  the  legend  on  the  reverse  of  the  medal.  The  obverse 
shows  two  capital  letter  A’s  interlinked  and  crowned,  with  plants  of  rue, 
thistle  and  rose  below.  The  plants  are  associated  with  Saxony,  Scotland  and 
England  respectively. 

The  inscription  upon  the  ol)verse  has  four  words,  each  beginning  with  A. 
The  A is  the  initial  letter  of  Anne,  Queen  of  England,  and  August,  Duke  and 
Elector  of  Saxony. 

Queen  Anne  was  so  proud  of  her  Ambassador  that  she  ordered  this  medal 
struck.  The  reverse  shows  an  inscription,  previously  referred  to,  meaning: 
“It  is  not  surprising  that  Saxony  should  decorate  a Britain,  with  honour, 
for  she  loves  her  offspring.’’  The  ancient  Saxons  were  the  ancestors  of  the 
English.

Editorial  Comment — Numismatic  News 


AMERICAN  NUmSMATICS  AND  THE  WAR 

For  the  third  time  since  the  American  Numismatic  Association  has  been  in 
existence  the  United  States  is  at  war.  To  an  unbelievably  large  degree,  the 
numismatic  background  of  American  collecting  is  based  upon  war  or  the 
effects  of  war.  An  analysis  of  numismatics  from  the  war  angle  is  worthy 
and  timely. 

Paper-money  collectors  have  always  been  conscious  of  the  effect  of  war, 
because  of  the  large  amounts  of  worthless  paper  issues  which  have  followed 
the  battlefields.  Even  our  own  Revolutionary  paper  money  is  directly  asso- 
ciated with  the  cost  of  financing  war  and  war  materials,  and  although 
victorious,  the  money  upon  which  the  foundation  was  established  ultimately 
depreciated  completely.  Our  present-day  legal  tender  notes  have  their  very 
roots  in  the  days  of  the  Civil  War,  when  paper  was  again  resorted  to  for 
financing. 

Money  of  sieges  have  long  formed  an  almost  inexhaustible  series  of  the 
greatest  numismatic  and  historical  interest.  A siege  of  a battle  of  the 
sixteenth  century,  however,  in  numismatic  heritage,  does  not  bring  with  it 
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the  unpleasant  and  disastrous  feeling  that  is  associated  with  specimens  re- 
lated to  sieges  of  our  own  day  and  age. 

Today  there  is  not  the  feeling  associated  with  the  collecting  of  Civil  War 
tokens  which  must  have  been  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  those  who  collected 
these  specimens  seventy  years  ago.  Those  of  that  day  knew  intimately  the 
meaning  of  those  pieces,  and  in  the  passing  of  the  years  that  sentiment  has 
been  lost,  leaving  only  an  objective  item  for  the  present. 

What  the  numismatic  repercussions  of  the  World  War  of  1914-18  wei-e  is 
too  vast  a task  to  relate  here.  But  we  know  that  no  corner  of  the  earth, 
whether  combatant  or  neutral,  was  spared  its  effects. 

Our  present  conflict  will,  too,  have  numismatic  offerings  to  leave  for  the 
i-ecord.  Because  of  the  shortage  of  vital  copper  supplies,  the  possibility  of 
withdrawing  our  cents  has  been  intimated.  While  the  reasons  for  this  have 
many  ramifications  because  of  the  increasingly  large  output  of  this  denomina- 
tion each  year,  without  any  apparent  hope  of  staying  the  demand,  it  is  pos- 
sible that  some  new  coinage  alloy  may  be  introduced. 

At  present  the  greatest  noticeable  effect  of  the  war  as  it  has  affected 
Europe  to  date  is  the  increasing  scale  upon  which  the  people  have  been 
forced  to  accept  paper  currency  instead  of  hard  coin.  While  in  England, 
circulation  of  money  still  continues,  as  we  understand  money  in  America,  in 
the  nations  under  Axis  domination  there  is  no  choice  but  unredeemable 
paper,  which  has  been  forced  into  circulation.  Methods  used  in  European 
conquered  countries  have  been  followed  closely  by  the  Japanese  in  their 
penetration  into  China. 

Can  private  collecting  continue  when  the  United  States  is  turning  its 
entire  effort  to  total  war,  so  that  the  Axis  powers  may  be  promptly  defeated, 
is  a question  now  proposed. 

There  are  two  replies  which  should  solve  the  numismatist’s  mental  pon- 
dering: Numismatics  cannot  momentarily  go  on  as  usual.  “Business  as 
usual’’  is  a grave  error  when  a nation  is  at  war.  There  will  be  many  dis- 
locations caused  by  those  of  the  numismatic  family  who  are  called  to  the 
colors.  There  will  be  less  money  available  for  the  hobby  because  of  the 
increased  expenditures  occasioned  by  new  taxes  and  by  the  costs  of  the 
war.  However,  with  the  increased  pressure  of  the  events  of  war  coming 
to  us  from  all  sides — from  the  press,  from  the  radio,  from  the  movies,  and 
brought  face  to  face  with  us  wherever  we  turn — we  must  have  some  diver- 
sion. We  must  have  recreation.  We  must  have  something  upon  which  to 
fall  back  for  a few  moments  each  day.  For  the  members  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  that  something  is  uuiuisiiiatics.  If  only  to  look  at  a 
few  coins,  turn  over  a few  pages  of  a catalog  matters  not;  but  to  keep  contact 
with  the  hobbies  of  old  is  of  vital  importance  not  only  to  ourselves  but  in 
serving  our  nation  better. 

The  example  of  England  is  significant.  When  the  war  broke  out,  numis- 
matics was  considered  quite  secondary  to  anything  in  any  way  associated 
with  the  war.  This  was  rightly  so.  National  defense  has  priority.  However, 
when  the  second  breath  came,  it  was  found  ))y  many  Englishmen  that  they  iiad 
to  have  something  to  which  they  could  turn  their  minds  for  a brief  time  each 
day  to  gain  relaxation,  and  to  have  their  minds  fresher  for  the  next  day. 
Those  who  knew  numismatics  and  the  pleasures  which  it  yields  turned  to 
their  favorite  hobby. 

It  is  not  possible  for  the  American  people  to  live  successfully  without 
relaxation  and  diversion.  Recreation  is  essential;  we  are  accustomed  to  it. 
Any  attempt  to  get  along  without  it  is  unwise.  Numismatics  will  continue 
to  prosper  in  America;  serious  collectors,  as  well  as  non-collectors,  require  it. 

In  a war-torn  world  numismatics  will  continue  to  exist;  we  offer  the  hobby 
to  those  who  require  its  message  for  the  better  performance  of  their  daily 
duty. 


ECUADOR  TO  HAVE  NEW  COINS. 

According  to  a news  dispatch  recently  noted,  the  Ecuadorian  Government 
has  determined  to  have  silver  5-sucre  pieces  in  circulation,  and  as  a con- 
sequence the  Central  Bank  of  Ecuador  will  place  an  order  for  3,600,000 
sucres  of  the  new  coinage.  As  there  is  no  mint  in  Ecuador,  the  coinage  will 
be  executed  in  all  likelihood  at  one  of  the  neighboring  nation’s  mints.  The 
mint  at  Quito  has  not  coined  since  about  1862. 
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THE  TOKENS  OF  THE  DANISH  WEST  INDIES  (VlH(ilN  ISLANDS). 

The  paper  by  Harry  W.  Rapp  on  the  coinage  of  the  Danish  West  Indies, 
published  in  the  November  issue  of  The  Numismatist,  gives  much  informa- 
tion on  the  subject,  but  the  real  reason  for  the  issue  of  merchants’  tokens 
there  was  not  given. 

The  last  previous  issues  of  the  Danish  Government  of  coins  for  these 
islands  was  made  in  187  8 and  1883.  While  the  issue  may  have  been  large 
enough  for  the  uses  of  the  islands  at  the  time  it  was  made,  the  growth  of 
St.  Thomas  as  a distributing  center  for  merchandise  and  the  increasing 
bunkering  activities  may  have  made  a shortage  of  currency  in  later  years. 
This  caused  coins  from  other  countries  to  be  introduced.  While  these  were 
mostly  from  gold-standard  countries  and  circulated  at  about  their  nominal 
values,  another  coin  also  came  to  the  islands  and  became  quite  a disturbing- 
factor.  This  was  the  Mexican  dollar. 

While  in  the  olden  days  the  Spanish  and  Mexican  dollars  may  be  said  to 
have  been  almost  the  standard  of  currency  in  that  part  of  the  world,  owing 
to  excessive  mining  of  silver,  it  began  to  decrease  in  value  compared  to  the 
currency  of  countries  on  the  gold  standard.  At  St.  Thomas  a customer 
would  enter  a store  and  make  a small  purchase.  He  expected  the  merchant 
to  give  him  his  change  in  small  coins,  and  the  value  of  these  small  coins 
given  in  change  would  exceed  the  exchange  value  of  the  Mexican  peso  offered 
in  payment. 

To  avoid  this  loss  the  token  coinage  was  provided.  The  manner  of  its 
use  was  as  follows:  When  a small  purchase  was  made  and  a coin  from  a 
gold-standard  country  or  the  regular  island  currency  was  offered  in  pay- 
ment, change  was  made  in  the  same  class  of  coin:  but  if  a Mexican  peso 
was  offered  by  the  customer,  change  was  made  in  this  token  currency,  and 
thus  loss  on  the  part  of  the  merchant  was  avoided.  This  information  was 
given  me  by  Benjamin  J.  Delvalle,  a member  of  one  of  the  firms  issuing- 
tokens. 

That  these  tokens  were  not  all  redeemed  by  their  issuers  is  not  to  be 
wondered  at,  as  our  record  in  this  country  is  not  so  very  much  different. 
Years  ago  I was  informed  by  collectors  of  tokens  that  of  the  approximately 
one  hundred  firms  in  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania,  which  issued 
Civil  War  cards,  only  one,  J.  C.  Buffum  & Co.,  i-edeemed  in  cash  all  of  its 
tokens  which  were  presented.  Whether  this  record  was  better  in  other 
localities  is  a question.  Some  one  interested  in  our  store  cards  might  well 
make  an  investigation  along  this  line. 

There  was  another  later  interesting  occurrence  in  the  curi-ency  of  these 
islands.  When  the  Danish  West  Indies  wei-e  purchased  from  Denmark  in 
1917,  one  of  the  stipulations  in  the  agreement  was  that  the  Danish  bank 
there  should  be  allowed  to  continue  its  operations  without  impairment  for  a 
term  of  years.  So,  while  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  U.  S.  A.  were  an  American 
possession,  the  Dansk-Vestindiske  National  Bank  continued  to  issue  its  papei- 
currency.  These  bills  bore  the  portrait  of  Christian  IX  of  Denmark,  so  we 
have  the  odd  situation  of  notes  issued  in  an  American  possession  bearing 
the  portiait  of  a foreign  sovereign. 

If  any  of  your  readers  have  information  whether  these  bills  and  the  silver 
one  and  two  franc  pieces  coined  in  1905  and  1907  and  bearing  the  eTgies  of 
Christian  IX  and  Frederick  VIII,  respectively,  or  have  contacts  in  St.  Thomas 
where  this  information  can  be  obtained  as  to  whether  they  are  still  legal 
tender  or  in  circulation,  or,  if  not,  when  they  were  retired,  such  information 
would  be  appreciated  by  me.

The  second  medal  for  1941  and  the  twenty-fourth  in  the  series  has  just 
been  distributed  to  the  membership  by  the  Society  of  Medalists,  115  East 
Fortieth  street.  New  York  City.  The  sculptor  is  Ernest  Frederick  Spring- 
weiler,  a native  of  Gerutany  but  now  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  has 
been  living  in  New  York  since  192  4.  He  is  a meml)er  of  the  National 
Sculptiire  Society  and  was  assistant  in  the  studios  of  Pa\il  Manship  and 
Herbert  Haseltine. 


Mr.  Springweiler’s  interpretation  of  the  designs  follow: 

“In  creating  this  medal  I was  thinking  of  another  world,  a silent  and  cruel 
one,  the  regions  around  the  poles  of  our  globe,  the  endless  ice  wastes,  the 
land  of  the  midnight  sun,  the  place  where  the  strongest  and  fittest  only  will 
survive.  Then  there  is  also  life,  sparse  and  animal  one;  it  is  their  world. 

“Yet  men  are  going  everywhere  for  new  worlds  to  conquer,  suffering 
untold  hardships  to  widen  our  horizons,  to  enrich  our  science.  In  memory 
of  these  men  my  medal  is  meant. 

“On  the  obverse  the  polar  bear  proudly  raises  his  head,  surveying  his 
domain;  in  the  background,  high-flying  snow  geese  indicate  the  coming  of 
snow  and  winter  to  our  latitudes. 

“In  the  Antarctic  the  gentle  penguins  are  holding  a council,  probably  dis- 
coursing the  strange  visitor  from  another  world.” 


IVW.AAI.X  ISSUES  ITS  FIHST  ( UKKEM  Y. 

The  Repulilic  of  Panama  has  issued  a series  of  paper  cui-rency,  with  the 
lowest  value  one  Balboa.  On  the  obverse  appeal’s  a Imst  of  Balboa,  similar 
to  the  latest  type  portrait  appearing  upon  the  coinage.  The  reverse  has  the 
coat-of-arms  of  Panama,  wdth  nine  stars  above  representing  the  various 
provinces  of  the  Republic.  The  note  was  engraved  by  the  Hamilton  Bank 
Note  Company.  It  is  predominantly  green,  but  has  two  red  grill-work  de- 
signs at  the  sides  of  the  poi-trait  upon  the  obverse.  The  note  measures 
2 % by  6 inches.  Panamanian  currency  is  at  par  with  U.  S.  currency. 


TIBETAN  BANK  NOTES. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Vernon  L.  Brown,  member  of  the  A.  N.  A.  Board 
of  Governors,  we  are  advised  about  a bank  note  issue  which  is  lieing  released 
through  the  Central  Bank  of  China,  at  Chungking.  The  yuan  notes  are  in- 
tended to  effect  a program  of  currency  unification  in  the  western  border 
areas  and  will  lie  issued  in  three  denominations:  One,  five  and  ten  yuan. 

The  Central  Bank’s  branch  in  Kanting,  Sikiang  province,  will  place  the 
notes  in  circulation,  in  accordance  with  instructions  furnished  by  the 
Ministry  of  Finance. 
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THE  “OI  RRENCY”  OP  DANA  RirKFORI). 

The  proposed  curi’ency  of  Dana  Bickford’s  patent  has  never  been  fully 
documented.  One  of  the  first  to  recognize  this  series  was  Farran  Zerbe, 
former  President  of  the  A.  N.  A.,  who  has  a series  of  the  various  types.  One 
of  the  more  common  types  is  described  as  follows: 

Aluminum,  with  brass  plug  center,  reading,  on  plug,  in  three  lines: 
REPUBLICAN  DOLLAR  INTERNAT.L.  Five  broad  dashes  above  one 
another.  In  four  parallel  lines  around  the  circumference,  THIS  COMBINA- 
TION COIN  WILL  WHEN  ADOPTED  BE  GOOD  IN  ALL  NATIONS  I HEAL 
ALL  DIFFERENCES  BETWEEN  GOLD  & SILVER  MEN  | AND  FULLY 
SETTLE  ALL  FINANCIAL  QUESTIONS  i APPROVED  BY  ALL  GOOD 
BUSINESS  MEN. 


The  reverse  bears  the  same  inscription  upon  the  plug.  Surrounding  are 
eight  links,  with  inscriptions  in  each.  Around  the  plug,  INVENTED  AND 
PROTECTED  BY  DANA  BICKFORD.  The  outer  margin  reads,  HERE  IS 
SHOWN  THE  VALUE  OF  OUR  DOLLAR  IN  THE  COIN  OF  THE  DIFFER- 
ENT NATIONS  OF  THE  WORLD.

It  is  believed  that  the  dashes  noted  above  are  intended  to  represent  silver 
bars,  as  the  central  brass  plug  is  to  represent  gold. 

The  size  of  these  “international”  coins  is  2 8mm. 


FRENCH  HERALDRY. 

In  our  October  issue  mention  was  made  of  the  cross  of  Lorraine  and  its 
use  by  the  Free  French  under  General  de  Gaulle.  Recently  an  explanation 
has  been  offered  which  seems  plausible.  We  offer  it  herewith,  not  as  authori- 
tative, but  solely  upon  its  merits: 

Joan  of  Arc  in  the  immortal  role  of  French  heroine,  although  from 
Orleans,  carried  the  banner  of  Lorraine.  It  is  in  honor  of  the  fact  that  Joan 
of  Arc,  as  saviour  of  the  nation,  with  the  Lorraine  cross,  has  established  her 
position  that  General  de  Gaulle  selected  as  his  emblem  the  Cross  of  Lorraine, 
feeling  that  his  forces  would,  too,  prove  to  the  rest  of  the  world  that  they 
were  the  victorious  saviours  of  a new  France.  The  cross  of  Lorraine  serves 
with  symbolic  strength  to  further  General  de  Gaulle’s  devotion  to  his  nation. 


IX(’l  SE  COINS  OF  MAGNA  GRAECIA. 

Mr.  Sydney  P.  Noe,  curator  and  secretary  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Society,  gave  an  illustrated  lantern-slide  talk  about  the  “Incuse  Coinages  of 
Magna  Graecia.”  For  many  years  Mr.  Noe  has  been  specializing  in  the 
coinage  of  Southern  Italy  and  has  been  acknowledged  as  one  of  the  foremost 
authorities  in  this  seiies.  He  has  published  a two-volume  work  on  the 
coinage  of  Metapontum  which  is  admittedly  the  standard  handbook  in  Eng- 
lish on  the  series.  Mr.  Noe's  familiarity  with  the  coinages  made  it  a pleasure 
to  be  present.  The  American  Numismatic  Society  has  inaugurated  a policy 
of  having  talks  at  frequent  intervals  for  the  members,  on  subjects  of  general 
interest.  The  meeting  was  well  attended.

The  Moritz  Wormser  Memorial  Loan  Exhibit  is  pleased  to  announce  that 
the  new  Ceylon  10-cent  piece,  dated  1941,  has  been  received  as  a gift 
through  the  courtesy  of  R.  Friedberg,  of  the  Capitol  Coin  Co.,  New  York. 


The  obverse  of  the  coin  shows  the  crowned  head  of  King  George  VI  to 
left.  Below  are  the  designer’s  initials,  PM  (Percy  Metcalfe).  The  reverse 
has  the  value  in  figures  in  the  center  divided  by  a tree.  There  are  three 
languages  upon  the  reverse. 

The  design  has  been  traditional  with  Ceylon  about  half  a century. 


U.  S.  MONEY  MILLS  NOW  CLOSED  TO  THE  PUBLIC. 

As  a war-time  precautionary  measure,  the  United  States  mints  and  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  as  well  as  the  assay  offices,  have  been 
closed  to  the  public.  It  might  be  also  noted  that  the  silver  storage  vault  at 
West  Point,  N.  Y.,  and  the  gold  storage  center  at  Fort  Knox,  Kentucky,  have 
never  been  open  to  the  public. 

The  members  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  may  therefore 
be  very  thankful  for  the  opportunity  accorded  to  them  in  1937  to  visit  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  when  the  Convention  assembled  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  and  for  the  memorable  visit  to  the  mint  in  Philadelphia  last 
August. 

The  Canadian  Mint,  at  Ottawa,  Ontario,  has  also  been  closed  to  the  public 
since  Canada  entered  the  war.

The  nuinei'ous  transportation  tokens  in  use  recently  and  at  present  with 
a cut-out  center  except  foi-  an  initial  letter  enabled  Mr.  Lamb  to  form  the 
following  words;  Across  the  top,  “United  States  of  America’’;  at  left, 
“Liberty’’;  in  center  (vertical)  “and”;  at  right  “Justice,”  and  at  bottom, 
“For  All.”  An  old-time  omnibus  token  separates  the  two  words  at  the  bot- 
tom, while  at  the  top  is  a large  one  with  a “V.” 


XUAIISMATIC  COMAIKXTS. 

I have  l)een  taking  The  Numismatist  for  many  years,  but  never  before 
have  I enjoyed  a copy  more  than  last  month’s  October  issue  giving  the 
history  and  details  of  the  founding  of  oui-  American  Numismatic  Association. 
It  is  surely  stimulating  to  read  the  biography  of  such  an  outstanding  man 
as  our  founder.  Dr.  George  F.  Heath.  He  had  that  rare  vision  that  comes 
to  so  few  of  us  and  for  a lime  was  willing  to  struggle  on  almost  alone  amid 
many  discouragements  until  tinally  he  experienced  the  satisfaction  of  having 
his  di-eam  realized. 

The  determined  efforts  of  our  founders  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  a suc- 
cessful organization  seems  to  me  to  be  a definite  challenge  to  all  of  us  to 
cari’y  on  and  build  upon  the  structure  they  so  generously  conceived. 

I noted  1)1'.  Heath's  comment  at  the  lime  that  one  objection  made  by 
dealers  to  the  forming  of  the  Association  was  that  the  lai’ge  buyers  and  col- 
lectors preferred  to  I’emain  unknown.  We  can  surely  he  thankful  that  this 
group  represented  a very  small  number.  It  wouhl  indeed  be  regi'etable  if 
one  with  the  lime  and  the  means  at  his  disposal  to  acquire  an  t)Utslanding 
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collection  of  the  world’s  rarities  were  so  selfish  as  to  be  unwilling  to  share 
his  treasures  to  the  extent  of  contributing  instructive  articles  occasionally 
for  the  benefit  of  his  less  fortunate  brethren. 

Dr.  Heath  goes  on  to  say:  “A  community  of  interests  form  a communion 
of  souls.  In  separation  is  weakness;  in  union,  strength.  There  is  nothing 
like  the  alliance  of  kindred  pursuits  to  stimulate  interest  and  growth.”  I 
think  we  might  well  have  this  quotation  framed  and  hang  it  in  every  club- 
room  as  a constant  inspiration  from  our  founder. 

Another  great  truth  was  voiced  by  our  worthy  General  Secretary,  M. 
Vernon  Sheldon,  when  he  said:  “A  great  tribute  is  owed  numismatics  by 
those  who  get  and  take  so  much  from  it  simply  by  putting  so  much  effort 
and  study  into  it.” 

It  is  certainly  true  that  anyone  who  is  willing  to  undertake  the  study  and 
research  necessary  to  make  a worth-while  contribution  will  receive  as  great 
or  greater  benefit  than  any  of  his  readers. 

Thomas  L.  Elder  expresses  the  opinion  that  he  does  not  favor  the  decided 
trend  among  collectors  to  overemphasize  the  importance  of  small  coins  of 
little  value.  He  thinks  that  “while  such  collecting  may  furnish  recreation 
and  relaxation,  it  does  not  contribute  greatly  to  intellectual  rewards  or  mark 
the  Alpha  and  Omega  of  coin  collecting.” 

Personally,  I believe  that  the  start  via  cent  and  nickel  boards  may  be  justi- 
fied as  a means  of  recruiting  the  beginner  and  innoculating  him  with  the 
embryo  of  a wonderful  hobby;  but  finally,  when  the  boards  are  filled  and  the 
goal  is  achieved,  he  suddenly  discovers  that  the  “kick”  has  gone  out  of  it. 
Unless  he  progresses  a step  further  at  this  stage  and  realizes  the  additional 
possibilities  numismatics  has  to  offer,  he  has  missed  the  potential  benefits 
the  science  suggests. 

Perhaps  if  just  at  this  crucial  point,  when  the  beginner  is  wavering  with 
indecision,  he  could  be  inspired  by  the  guidance  of  some  helpful  senior  col- 
lector, either  by  personal  contact  or  by  some  stimulating  article,  he  might 
be  converted  into  the  ranks  of  the  true  numismatists  whose  interests  will 
afford  him  lasting  enjoyment. 

Our  greatest  of  all  hobbies  is  founded  on  a principle  far  more  important 
than  the  mere  acquisition  of  a few  pieces  of  metal  with  dates  and  mint  marks. 
Numismatics  beckons  us  to  enter  the  sacred  portals  of  the  past  and  to  draw 
aside,  in  fancy,  the  veil  of  history  in  the  making  and  to  mingle  with  those 
who  have  moulded  the  destiny  of  the  world.  It  appeals  to  young  and  old 
alike  to  engage  in  that  most  fascinating  of  all  studies — the  lives,  arts,  and 
customs  of  our  fellowmen  since  time  began. 

The  beginner  may  imagine  that  old  or  historical  coins  are  financially 
beyond  his  means.  However,  he  will  often  find  they  are  very  reasonable 
and  that  the  current  price  he  pays  for  some  uncirculated  cent  will  buy  several 
American  colonials  or  historical  specimens. 

When  he  holds  one  of  these  mementoes  of  ancient  civilization  struck  by 
some  great  ruler  I feel  sure  he  will  get  a thrill  such  as  no  small  cent  or 
additional  date  or  mint  mark  can  give  him.  His  field  is  unlimited,  and  he 
can  never  quite  approach  his  goal.  There  is  always  one  more  coin  just 
beyond  his  reach  luring  him  on.  Each  additional  specimen  he  acquires  en- 
riches him  intellectually  and  spurs  him  on  to  still  greater  research. 

In  conclusion,  I believe  our  Association  will  enjoy  a gradual,  healthy 
growth,  provided  we  are  all  willing  to  participate  according  to  our  various 
abilities. 

I therefore  make  an  appeal  to  all  collectors  to  join  the  American  Numis- 
matic Association  without  delay,  and  to  all  those  learned  and  generous 
numismatists  within  the  Association  to  continue  to  disseminate  their  knowl- 
edge through  our  official  pul)lication  for  the  benefit  of  their  host  of  thankful 
and  appreciative  readers.

VARIETIES  IN  THE  NEW  HEORCE  VI  INDIA  COINAGE. 

An  examination  of  the  193  9 and  19  40  issues  for  India,  of  King  George  VI, 
indicates  that  a change  in  the  dies  of  the  obverse  has  been  made.  The  main 
differences  are  as  follows:  There  is  a prominent  border  milling  on  the  19  40 
issue.  The  1940  issue  also  has  larger  lettering  upon  the  obverse.  In  addi- 
tion, the  details  of  the  crown  are  cut  into  much  sharper  relief.  There  do  not 
seem  to  be  any  differences  upon  the  reverse.  The  differences  upon  the  ob- 
verses of  the  two  dates  ai-e  similar  to  the  changes  made  in  the  19  37  and 
1938  Hongkong  5-cent  and  10-cent  nickel  pieces. 


A small  brass  token,  the  size  of  a cent,  is  remarkable  because  of  its  inscrip- 
tion: JOURNAL  JUNIOR  REPUBLIC,  a flag  in  the  center  with  a 1 below. 
Reverse:  Man  standing  above  date,  1898.  Above,  ONE  FOR  ALL  with  4 


stars  at  each  side.  Just  who  backed  the  Junior  Republic  has  not  yet  been 
brought  to  our  attention,  and  we  shall  gladly  welcome  information  concern- 
ing it. 


A BELGIAN  MINT  MEDAL. 

The  Belgian  mint  at  Brussels  issued  a very  attractive  medal  in  1910.  The 
■obverse  shows  a man  coining  by  hand,  with  his  apprentice  watching.  Above 
is  the  word  JADIS  (FORMERLY).  On  the  reverse  is  a man  seated  at  a 
mechanical  coining  press,  with  the  word  at  the  side  AUJOURD'HUI 
(TODAY).  The  medal,  which  is  struck  in  bronze,  was  designed  by  A. 
Michaux,  who  also  designed  a number  of  Belgian  standard  coins.  It  mea- 
sures 3 0mm. 
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TYPES  1 AND  2 OP  U.  S.  QUARTER  DOUUARS  OF  1017. 

Many  collectors  of  the  U.  S.  quarter  dollar  series,  are  aware  that  in  the 
standing  Liberty  series  there  are  two  major  types,  most  noticeably  distin- 
guished by  the  arrangement  of  the  stars  on  the  reverse.  The  earlier  type  has 
the  stars  arranged  along  the  wall,  whereas  the  second  type  has  larger  stars, 
with  three  easily  observed  in  the  field  below  the  eagle. 

We  should  like  to  observe  that  perhaps  as  significant  a change,  though  per- 
haps not  as  conspicuous,  has  been  made  upon  the  second  type.  In  the  earlier 
type  issued  in  1916  and  1917  the  figure  of  Liberty  stands  virtually  undraped. 
In  the  second  type,  issued  in  1917  and  subsequently,  Liberty  is  well  pro- 
tected by  a coat  of  mail.  There  are  also  minor  changes  in  other  parts  of  the 
coin,  but  these  are  not  as  important  as  those  already  noted. 

Our  usage  of  the  word  “type”  is  in  deference  to  its  popular  acceptance 
among  the  collectors  of  standing  Liberty  quarter  dollars.  Numismatically,  it 
is  an  accepted  fact  that  the  two  quarter  dollars  are  “varieties”  of  a common 
type.  A type  in  order  to  be  differentiated  must  be  of  an  entirely  changed 
design.  When  the  design  is  basically  the  same,  the  changes  which  have  been 
numismatically  distinguished  are  termed  varieties.  We  should  like  to  sug- 
gest that  the  1917  quarter  dollars  of  which  there  are  two  varieties  of  the 
standing  Liberty  type  be  known  as  “Variety  I”  or  “Variety  II.”

During  December,  the  coins  of  Belgium  and  Holland  from  1815  up  to  the 
present. 

I might  say  that  these  coins  are  admirably  displayed  in  a lighted  cabinet  in 
the  main  hall  of  the  library  and  that  they  command  a very  considerable 
interest.

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REI’OKT  OF  A.  N.  A.  LIBRARIAN 

Sixty-five  books  were  loaned  in  November,  the  biggest  volume  in  months 
and  the  calm  before  the  usual  December  decline  in  everything  but  mail 
from  non-members. 

There  were  four  delays  because  of  books  being  out.  We  got  down  to  the 
place  where  there  were  only  three  requests  on  file  for  Crosby’s  “Early  Coins 
of  America.’’  The  library,  with  the  aid  of  Mrs.  Hammer,  who  did  the  “brain 
work,’’  got  out  an  indexed  list  of  the  library  collection  of  coins  and  medals, 
supplying  the  President  and  Secretary  with  typed  lists  of  same.  The  office 
got  behind  in  some  correspondence  during  the  period  and  during  a flu  siege. 
There  were  no  delays  in  book  shipments. 

There  was  a decline  in  the  number  of  requests  for  information  from  non- 
members, the  number  dropping  to  51  in  November  as  compared  with  109 
for  October  and  3 21  for  the  year  thus  far  (since  August). 

Recent  book  additions:  “Coins  of  Angola  and  St.  Thomas  and  Prince’s  Is- 
lands,” by  L.  P.  Garcia,  donated  by  the  author,  A.  N.  A.  Library  (order) 
Number,  G-36;  “Papers  Presented  at  Brooklyn  Coin  Club,  1941,”  donated 
by  the  club,  B-62;  1942  Standard  Catalogue  of  Wayte  Raymond,  R-50,  do- 
nated by  the  publisher  (who  always  sends  two  copies);  “Foreign  Imitations 
of  the  English  Noble,”  by  Herbert  Ives,  and  “Gold  and  Silver  Coin  Standards 
in  the  Roman  Empire,”  by  L.  C.  West,  the  latter  being  A.  N.  S.  Notes  and 
Monographs  Nos.  93  and  94,  respectively  (the  A.  N.  A.  library  numbers  be- 
ing 1-2  3 for  the  former  and  W-44  for  the  West  work;  and  the  1942  copy  of 
the  American  Catalogue  and  Standard  Premium  List  of  U.  S.  Coins,  donated 
by  the  publisher,  R.  A.  Wilson,  of  California. 

We  placed  loose  copies  of  The  Numismatist,  American  Journal  of  Numis- 
matics and  several  other  similar  numbers  into  specially  made  wooden  library 
boxes.  This  makes  it  easier  to  file  them,  but  the  important  thing  is  that 
it  keeps  them  in  better  condition.  We  also  have  the  priced  auction  cata- 
logues filed  this  year  (1940  and  1941).  We  are  gradually  getting  some  of 
the  pamplets  bound.  Shipping  and  even  storage  of  these  are  hard  on  them, 
and  some  of  these  works  are  among  the  most  popular  items  in  the  library. 

Anyone  who  will  donate  copies  of  American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  a 
copy  of  the  Frey  dictionary  and,  above  all,  another  copy  of  the  Crosby  work 
on  “Early  Coins  of  America”  will  be  thanked  heartily. 

Incidentally,  the  letters  of  inquiry  from  non-members,  referred  to  the 
library  from  various  governmental  agencies  and  bureaus,  continue  to  come 
mostly  from  Southern  States. 

And  finally,  for  the  benefit  of  anyone  who  worried  about  the  library  (after 
hearing  exaggerated  reports  by  radio)  because  of  the  shell-loading  plant  ex- 
plosion in  December,  we  might  state  that  it  was  some  ten  miles  from  our 
home  and  we  did  not  even  hear  it,  although,  as  a newspaperman,  we  were  at 
scene  (with  the  fire  chief)  minutes  later.  From  some  queries  received  here, 
it  was  apparent  that  many  people  got  the  idea  the  entire  city  of  Burlington 
was  destroyed,  while  actually  the  ordnance  plant  is  not  even  in  this  city. 

We  would  appreciate  it  if  members  would  wrap  books  more  carefully  and 
enclose  postage  WITH  THE  BOOKS  in  returning  them.

Deaths. 

.JUDGE  WILIAAM  ANDREW  DICKSON  LEES. 

Following  an  operation  for  appendicitis.  Judge  W.  A.  D.  Lees,  of  Wetaski- 
win,  Alberta,  former  District  (liourt  .iudge  for  the  Wetaskiwin  judicial  dis- 
trict, died  at  a hospital  on  November  10,  aged  8 2 years.  He  had  been  a 
member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  for  many  years. 

Born  near  Ottawa,  Aug.  2 7,  185  9,  Judge  Lees  was  the  son  of  Robert  Lees, 
K.C.,  crown  attorney  and  clerk  of  Carlton  county,  Ontario,  and  Jessie  Dick- 
son, daughter  of  the  sheriff  of  the  Bathurst  district,  Ontario.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  Ottawa  Collegiate,  the  University  of  Toronto  and  Asgoode  Hall, 
Toronto.  He  was  called  to  the  bar  in  1893. 

Judge  Lees  went  to  Alberta  in  1904,  opening  an  office  in  Fort  Saskatche- 
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wan.  At  the  time  of  his  appointment  in  the  then  newly-formed  judicial 
district  of  Wetaskiwin  in  19  09,  the  district  included  Red  Deer,  Stettler, 
Camrose  and  Wetaskiwin.  Shortly  after  his  appointment,  he  moved  to  Red 
Deer.  When  the  district  was  reorganized  in  1918,  Judge  Lees  moved  to 
Camrose.  He  purchased  a farm  in  the  district  and  under  his  supervision  it 
became  one  of  the  best  in  the  district.  He  spent  much  of  his  time  on  the 
farm  when  not  occupied  with  his  bench  duties.  In  19  29  he  sold  his  farm 
and  moved  to  Wetaskiwin. 

His  hobbies  were  carpentering  and  nature  study,  and  he  was  recognized 
as  one  of  the  best-informed  men  in  the  province  on  bird  life.  He  also  had 
one  of  the  best  collections  of  coins  in  Alberta. 

He  is  survived  by  a daughter,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Beatty,  of  Winnipeg.  Mrs.  Lees 
died  fourteen  years  ago.

Farran  Zerbe  reported  for  the  Publication  Committee  as  follows: 

“Press  items  from  Washington  state  that  one-cent  coins  may  be  withdrawn 
from  circulation  to  make  their  copper  content  available  for  war  material.  This 
might  also  prove  true  with  our  5c.  piece,  which  is  75  per  cent,  copper.  What 
will  the  substitute  be?  False  rare  cancellations  on  stamps  are  charged  to  a 
deceased  Chicago  dealer,  whose  effects  included  the  implements  for  making  them. 
Ten  million  Chinese  yuan,  in  notes  of  1,  5 and  10  yuan,  are  reported  as  recently 
printed  in  the  Tibetan  language  for  use  in  Tibet  and  borders.  The  mint  at  Phil- 
adelphia has  recently  coined  500,000  Netherlands  10-cent  pieces  (1/10  guilder)  for 
Surinam  (Dutch  Guiana),  said  to  be  occasioned  by  U.  S.  troops  located  there. 
Some  spenders!  It  may  be  information  for  some  for  me  to  report  that  our  over 
25-billion-dollar  gold  holdings  are  in  the  form  of  ingots,  in  size  about  like  a 
common  brick,  6%  x 3V^  x 1%,  each  approximately  400  ounces  or  25  pounds. 
The  largest  single  amount  designation  of  money  transfer  of  all  time,  over  10 
billion  dollars,  is  now  before  Congress  for  a defense  appropriation.  The  Gov- 
ernment is  now  juggling  and  chucking  billions  as  it  did  in  millions  in  my  early 
days.  Clan  you  realize  a billion  dollars?  In  gold  at  the  present  iirice,  $35  per 
ounce,  it  weighs  about  1200  tons,  each  ton  being  worth  about  $840,000.  So  far 
in  defense  projects  we  have  appropriated  over  80  thousand  tons  of  gold.”

I RUGUAY  TO  HAVE  NEW  CURRENCY. 

We  have  been  advised  through  the  courtesy  of  Edw.  F.  Feely,  a member 
of  the  A.  N.  A.,  about  a new'  coinage  for  Uruguay  which  was  approved  dur- 
ing November.  The  new  coinage  totals  18  million  Uruguayan  pesos.  The 
new  coins  will  be  of  the  peso,  5 0 and  2 0 centesimo  values,  but  of  a reduced 
size.  The  total  amount  of  silver  for  the  new  coinage  will  be  over  three  and 
one  half  million  ounces.  According  to  the  report,  the  new  coins  will  only 
be  .720  fine,  whereas  previous  coinages  have  been  fairly  close  to  .900  fine, 
the  U.  S.  standard. 

The  aluminum-bronze  coinages  which  have  been  issued  in  the  past  few 
years  will  now  be  withdrawn  and  the  silver  coinage  issued  in  its  place. 


Money  changers  in  different  parts  of  the  world  have  odd  names.  In  India, 
the  term  is  “shroff,”  and  a man  who  counts  coins  is  said  to  be  “shroffing.” 
Shroffs  are  really  native  bankers.  In  China  the  same  function  is  designated 
by  the  term  “compradore.”  The  compradore  usually  represents  Western  in- 
terests in  all  dealings  with  natives.  The  term  comes  from  the  Spanish  and 
means  “Buyer.” 


Chinese  Turkestan  uses  the  denomination  “yambu,”  which  is  equivalent 
to  about  50  taels.  The  yambu  was  originally  a 65-ounce  Sycee  shoe,  of  pure 
silver. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  BRIEFS. 

The  Dominican  Republic  has  recently  organized  a Government  bank, 
known  as  the  Banco  de  Reservas  de  la  Republica  Dominicana.  The  bank 
was  formerly  operated  by  an  American  company  under  its  own  name.  It 
may  be  of  interest  to  collectors  of  paper  money  to  note  that  this  new  bank, 
while  having  all  the  customary  banking  operations  within  its  scope,  will  not 
have  the  note-issuing  authority,  as  it  is  not  a bank  of  issue.  In  most  nations 
having  a Reserve  bank,  that  bank  is  usually  authorized  to  issue  notes,  and 
as  a rule  has  preferential  treatment  in  this  matter.  In  so  far  as  the  paper 
currency  in  circulation  is  that  of  the  United  States,  it  was  thought  best  not 
to  attempt  to  float  a national  currency  in  competition. 


On  the  radio  two  gentlemen  were  announced  as  coin  collectors,  and  anti- 
cipating a very  entertaining  numismatic  broadcast  we  settled  down  to  listen 
attentively.  The  subject  of  their  remarks  was  then  announced  prior  to  their 
appearance,  as  “Recalling  Old  Dimes.”  We  caught  on  and  tuned  in  elsewhere. 


The  date  13  5 6 is  of  numismatic  signiflcance  because  in  that  year  the 
Holy  Roman  Emperor  Charles  IV  signed  what  was  known  as  the  Golden 
Bull,  by  the  terms  of  which  the  seven  Electors  received  the  right  of  coining 
gold.  In  those  times  it  was  specified  that  the  coinage  should  be  of  as  good 
gold  “and  weight  as  the  gulden  or  florin  of  Florence.”  This  was  the  standard 
to  which  all  subscribed. 


The  following  definition  of  “coinage”  is  worthy  of  some  thought:  Metal 
pieces,  which  serve  as  a legal  means  of  payment,  by  authority,  and  with 
the  name  of  the  issuing  State  which  has  prescribed  their  form  and  value  in 
advance,  and  to  the  worth  of  which  the  State  is  pledged.” 


In  a period  of  twelve  years,  from  1878  to  1890,  the  United  States  mints 
coined  370,000,000  silver  dollars,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  Bland 
Silver  Purchasing  Act,  which  was  intended  to  restore  the  legal-tender  char- 
acter of  the  silver  dollar. 


In  the  thirteenth  century  in  Spain  the  maravedi  was  a name  applied  to 
the  “sueldo  d’oro,”  which  the  Spanish  adopted  from  the  Moors.  In  the 
nineteenth  century  the  maravedi  had  been  so  consistently  devalued  that  it 
was  a small  copper  piece. 


The  17  96  quarter  dollar  is  the  only  silver  U.  S.  type  of  which  there  is  only 
a single  date  of  the  coinage. 


THE  I . S.  SILVER  PURCHASE  POLICY. 

The  United  States  recently  concluded  an  agreement  with  the  Mexican  Gov- 
ernment for  the  purchase  of  not  over  6,000,000  ounces  monthly.  In  1934 
the  U.  S.  Government  declared  that  it  wishes  to  maintain  a reserve  of  one- 
third  silver  and  two-thirds  gold  as  the  monetary  stock  of  the  nation. 

The  Government  has  carried  silver  bullion  at  the  statutory  price  of  $1.29 
per  ounce.  The  Government’s  revenue  raised  by  taxation  is  not  used  for 
the  purchase  of  silver.  It  is  provided  as  follows:  If  the  Government  buys 
three  ounces  of  silver  for  $1.29,  it  will  issue  currency  in  the  amount  of  $1.29, 
but  the  remaining  two  ounces  will  be  placed  in  the  reserve  fund,  or  the 
general  fund.  Currency  may  be  issued  at  a later  date  against  the  remaining 
two  ounces.  In  other  words,  bullion  is  bought  with  money,  but  money  is 
issued  against  the  statutory  price  of  bullion  silver. 


THE  FLORIN  AM)  ITIE  SHII.IJN(i. 

The  use  of  the  florin  and  the  shilling  in  East  Africa  is  worthy  of  some 
attention.  Attention  might  also  be  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  East  African 
50-cent  coin  is  perhaps  the  smallest  5 0-cent  piece  in  general  circulation  any- 
where in  the  world.  (We  refer  strictly  to  50-cent  pieces,  and  naturally  ex- 
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elude  the  use  of  50-cent  when  it  is  an  abbreviation  of  centimo,  centime  or 
other  decimal  unit.) 

Following  the  World  War  the  introduction  into  the  former  German 
East  African  lands  of  British  currency  caused  some  dislocation.  The  cur- 
rency of  India  with  rupees  had  been  adopted,  since  the  German  East  Africa 
rupie  preceded  it. 

The  fall  in  the  price  of  silver  after  the  war  seriously  affected  normal 
exchange.  As  a result,  the  British  East  African  Currency  Board  established 
a new  unit,  the  florin,  which  was  to  be  equal  in  value  to  the  rupee.  A shill- 
ing was  also  introduced,  equal  to  a half  rupee.  A silver  florin  coinage  was 
issued  in  1920  and  19  21,  showing  the  crowned  head  of  King  George  V to 
left,  and  upon  the  reverse  an  African  lion  to  right,  with  a mountain  landscape 
background. 

The  currency  still  did  not  seem  to  be  upon  a satisfactory  footing,  so  in 
1922,  the  florin  currency  was  discontinued,  and  a shilling  of  100  cents  was 
made  the  unit  which  is  still  in  use.  The  half  shilling  was  termed  50  cents. 
It  was  similar  in  design. 


THE  COIN  NOTES  OF  INDIA. 

In  the  past  we  have  had  occasion  to  mention  that  the  issue  of  Indian 
1-rupee  notes  carried  the  representation  of  a coin  upon  the  obverse  and  the 
reverse.  The  latest  issue  of  this  series  has  recently  made  its  appearance. 

The  1940  series  show  upon  the  obverse  a portrait  of  King  George  VI  in 
the  watermark  panel  at  the  left  of  the  note.  At  the  right  is  the  obverse  of 
the  1-rupee  coin.  The  reverse  of  the  note  has  the  panel  for  the  watermark 
at  the  left,  and  the  reverse  of  the  coin,  bearing  the  date  194  0,  appears  at  the 
right.  In  the  center  is  an  inscription  in  seven  languages.  Previous  issues 
have  had  eight  native  languages  bearing  the  inscription  of  value.  The 
language  removed  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  Burma  Government 
now  issues  its  own  currency.  The  language  which  appears  upon  the  Burmese 
notes  is  the  language  deleted  from  the  group  of  eight.  The  remaining  seven 
languages  are:  Hindustani,  Devanagari,  Bengali,  Tamil,  Telegu,  Malayalim 
and  Gujerati.  The  notes  measures  2 by  4 inches.  The  chief  color  is 
grey-blue.
